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STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


A Well Attended Meeting in Baltimore 
on Wedaesday—State Convention 
August Ist—Judicial Convention 
July II at Ocean City. 


The Democratic State Central Com. 
mittee met on Wednesday at the Eu 
taw House, Baltimore, and named 
Thur.day, August ist, as the day for 
holding the State Convention. The 
Judicial Convention of the First dis- 
trict was fixed for Thursday, July 11th, 
and will be held at Ocean City. 

Early in the morning the corridors of 
the hotel were alive with incoming 
delegates and many old leaders who 
were around getting acquainted with 
some of the ycunger democrata who 
will soon form the backbone of the 
party. On every side could be heard the 
hope that new blood would come to the 
front in the coming campaign and the 
opinion was freely stated by many of 
the leaders as wellas the delegates at 
large that such action was necessary in 


order to enthuse the party and bring 


victory in the fall election. Ex Gov 
emor Jackton wasa prominent figure 
at the meeting and was made cbair- 
man of the committee on resolutions. 
He is also chairman of a special com- 
mittce of seven to which is delegated 
the supreme power to settle all appeals 
and disputee relative to the primaries 
to be held throughout the State.

In calling the State Committee to- 
gether Chairman Vandiver said : 


“Gentlemen of the Committee: There 
seems to be a feeling that the work of 
Organization for our fall campaign 
should be begun early this year, and 
hence I have called this meetin that 
immediate steps may be taken tor the 
assembling of our State Convention 
without delay and for thorough prepa 
tion in all sections of the State tor the 
important work before us, $ 

“The unanimity and firmness exhibi- 
ted by you at your meeting at Anna 
polis in March were most tifying, 
and contributed largely to the admira- 
ble work of the special session and to 
the creation in our ranks everywhere 
ofa most encouraging spirit of confi- 
dence and harmony. 

“But we cannot reasonably expect to 
preserve the fruits of our victory of 
1899 without cordial co Operation anda 
repetition in the coming campaign of 
the 1 u. b. and enthusiasm which 
enabled us to recover political control 
of the State, 

“That control must be wrestal from 
us, and it cannot be lost if Democrats 
will only do their duty. 

“What we need is o ‘zation, the 
purging of the registration books of all 
names not justly and lawfully entitled 
to be there and erous abandonment 
everywhere of all strife and dissensions 
in our ranks, and the selection of can- 
didates whose character and qualifica- 
tions will secure for them the hearty 
sapport of our people, 

‘The new election law does not inter- 
fere at all with the castings of our full 
party vote for our whole ticket, but at 
the same time, by requiring all voters 
to puta cross mark opposite the name 
of every candidate for whom they de- 
sire to vote, it compels an independent 
scrutiny of each and every candidate 
which cannot fail to materially 
strengthen us. 

“Our candidates should be those who 
can well stard such scrutiny, and with 
our ticket made up exclusively of can- 
didates fully measuring up to the 
Jeffersonian standard there ought not 
to be any doubt of the result, 

“The tests given by the municipal 
elections in Frederick and Baltimore to 
the new Election law have effectually 
answered the ferocious attacks made 
upon it by our adversaries and abund- 
antly vindicated ite passage, and in the 
more thorough and complete test to 
which it will be subjeo at the polls 
next November the excellence of ita 


provisions will be more fully mani- 
tested“ 


The committee on re Olutions in its 
report brought in the following resolu 
tion which was adopted and which 
must meet with general approva'. 


Resolved. To the end that th. re 
shall be no possible question as to the 
absolute fairness of all primary meet 
ings to be held, we hereby appoint a 
special Committee of Seven, to consist 
of the chairman of this committee, 
Ex-Gov, E. E Jackscn and Messrs, W. 
Laird Henry, Dorchester, John Hubner, 
Baltimore county; Samuel Rosenthal 
and Archibald H. lor, Baltimore 
City; Chas, H. Stanley, Prince ‘a, 
and Gilmore. 8. Hamill, of Garrett 
county, whose duty it shall be to caro- 
fully eorutinize the provisions made in 
all cases of calls for primary meetings; 
to henr any appeal that may be made 
from the decision of the county, legis- 
lativo district, county or local commit- 
tees, and in all cases where, in their 
judgment, just and proper provisions 
bave not been made for absolute fair 
ners, to direct the same to be made. 
The members of said committee are 
also authorized in all where, in 
their judgment, there has euch 
unfairness as to thwart the will of * — 
majority, to order a new election. ê 


d: termination by them of all questions 
shall be final, and when they shall 
have certified to the selection of per 
sons as delegates to the State conven- 
tion and of persons nominated for the 
yarious offices to be filled at the com- 
ing election in November, such persons 
shall be declared to be the nominees of 
the Democratic party. 

There was but one vote opposed to 
the resolutions as reported, that cf Dr. 
Wells of Anne Arundel county who 
offered an amendment to one of the 
resolutions, which was promptly voted 
down. 

After the business of the committee 
had been transacted all adjourned to 
the dining room where a luncheon was 
served. 

The one topic of convers.tion among 
the democrats present was the inter- 
view of ex Governor Brown in Wednes- 
day’s Baltimore Sun in which he urged 
that new men come to the front and 
assume the managing of the coming cam 
paign and that the fight should not be 
made with any one candidate for sena- 
tor as an issue. That part of the inter- 
view in which the ex Governor advo- 
cated that new leaders should be placed 
at the helm and lead the party in ite 
next battle was generally commended. 
In a conyersation with a representative 
of the ADVERTISER one committeeman 
remarked “Brown has said what a lot 
of us have thought for some time.“ 
In the numerous conferences that were 
held during the day, democrats from 
all over the State expressed it as their 
opinion that while it would be a hard 
fight yet they belieyed they would 
surely carry the state this fall,

Association mass meetings and conven- 
tions are held in many of the cities and 
towns, and the subject of good roads is 
discussed and dilated upon everywhere 
by champions of the movement with 
earnestnessand understanding. On the 
strength of the benefits which, unmis 
takably, have resulted from smooth 
fand permanent highways wherever 
they have been built, the good road 
agents are atriving.to impress upon the 
people that the maintenance in their 
respective localities of roads that are 
sensibly, not to say scientifically, con- 
structed isa duty they owe to them- 
selves and to succeeding generations. 
The agitation certainly is producing 
important results. 
Leading newspapers in the States 
mentioned are doing much to helpalong 
the work. The New Orleans Times 
Democrat, for example, has printed a 
series of interviewa with representative 
| citizens in various parts of Mississippi 
and Louisiana, and they leave no doubt 
of the sincerity and viger with which 
the good roads movement is conducted. 
We quote some extracts from inter- 
views with residents in three large 
towns of Louisiana. A progressive 
land holder says:

Lieutenant Governor Allen and Hon. 
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Raising Trees as a Basiness. 

The Baltimore Evening News says; 

That the raising of trees in America is 
commercially profitable seams to be 
shown by a report of the New York 
State College of Forestry of Cornell 
University on the Progress of Forest | 
Management in the Adirondacks.” The 
report was written by Berthold E. Fer- 
now, who is at the head of the work. 
Mr. Fernow does not deal at all with 
the indirect benefits to be derived from 
mountain forests in preventing fresh- | 
ets and protecting the sources of 
streanis. His report deals with forestry 
asa business proposition, the object 
being the sale of the lumber and cord- 
wood produced. The college foreste 
are being managed directly by the 
college authorities, who contract for 
the sale of the producte: It is found 
necessary that the owners should super- 
intend closely the felling of trees and 
the skidding of logs so as to preserve 
the volunteer undergrowth, 

Several other practical questions are 
discussed, Winter, when snow is on 
the ground, is considered the best time 
for burning brush, and in this connec 
tion watchmen are looked upon as the 
safest meane of preventing forest fires, 
the thing most dreaded in caring for 
treer. Where flrelines are established 
instead, it is recommended that they 
be sown with grase, Maple, yellow 
birch and beech are the leading hard- 


wood trees of the forests being reported 
upon, while hemlock and spruce are 
the soft woods. 

Mr. Fernow reaches the conclusion 
thatto make the forest a paying ven- 
ture sylviculture must be applied to it. 
Saplings and seedings must be planted 
to keep up the stock, and the preserve 
must be kept in the best condition for 
the growth of trees. Care must be tak- 
en in the cutting so that the removal 
of timber which has reached a market- 


able age will not damage the younger

Of the 60 maples on which rings were 
counted, a diameter of 12 inches on the 
stump was reached by seven within the 
limits of age from 116 to 188 years, Ten 
trees reached a diameter of 16 inches 
in from 172 to 240 years, 17 trees reach- 
ed a diameter of 20 inches in 175 to 238 
years, while the oldest and stoutest 
reached 28 inches in 280 years. This

Birch, 
on the other hand, showed a better rate 
in all the trees counted, namely mostly 
under 10 years for one inch. The old- 
est and stoutest, 800 years old, measur- 
ed 87 inches, on the stump with a 
height of about 85 feet to the tip, 
furnishing, however, only two sound 
logs of 28 and 20 inches in diameter 
with nearly 800 feet B. M. Another 
birch of 86 inches diameter and 90 feet 
height showed 275 rings.

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Wasmyoetox, May 26.—In this dis- 
rourse, from a symbol of the Bible, Dr. 
Talmage urges the adoption of an unusu- 
al mode of estimating character and 
shows how different is the divine way 
from the human way; text, Proverbs xyi, 
2, The Lord weigheth the spirits.“ 

The subject of weights and measures 
is discussed among all nations, is the sub- 
ject of legislation and has much to do 
with the world’s prosperity. A system 
of weights and measures was invented 
by Phidon, ruler of Argos, about 800 
years before Christ. An ounce, a pound, 
a ton, were different in different lands, 
Henry III decided that an ounce ghould 
be the weight of 640 dried grains of 
wheat from the middle of the ear. From 
the reign of William the Conqueror to 
Henry VIII the English pound was the 
weight of 7,680 grains of wheat. Queen 
Lijzabeth decreed that a pound should 
be 7,000 grains of wheat taken from the 
middle of the car. The piece of platinum 
kept at the office of the exchequer In 
England in an atmosphere of 62 F. de- 
cides for all Great Britain what a pound 
must be. Scientific representatives from 
all lands met in 1869 in Paris and estab- 
lished international standards of weights 
and measures. 

You all know something of avoirdupois 
weight, of apothecaries’ weight, of troy 
weight. You are familiar with the dif- 
ferent kinds of weighing machines, 
whether a Roman balance, which is our 
steelyard, or the more usual Instrument 
consisting of a beam supported in the 
middle, having two basins of equal 
weight suspended to the extremities. 
Scales have been invented to weigh sub- 
stances huge like mountains, and others 
delicate enough to weigh infinitesimals. 
But in all the universe there has only 
been one balance that could weigh 
thoughts, emotions, affections, hatreds, 
ambitions. That balance was fashioned 
by an Almighty God and is hung up for 
perpetual service. “The Lord weigheth 
the spirits.” 

This divine weigher puts into the bal- 
ance the spirit of charity and decides 
how much of it really exists. It may go 
for nothing at all. Imay be that it says 
to the unfortunate, “Take this and do not 
bother me any more.” It may be an oc 
enslonal impulse. It may depend upon 
the condition of the liver or the style of 
breakfast partaken of n little while be- 
fore. It may be called forth by the love- 
liness of the solicitor. It may be exer- 
cised lu spirit of rivalry, which practical- 


| ly says, “My neighbor has given so much; 


therefore 1 must give as much.” It is 
accidental or occasional or spasmodic. 
When such a spirit of charity is put into 
the balance and weighed, God and men 


| and angela look on and say there is noth- 


ing of it. It does not weigh so much as a 
Aram, which is only the one-eighth part 
of an ounce, or a scruple, which is only 
the twenty-fourth part of an ounce. A 
man may give his hundreds and thou- 
sands of dollars with such feelings and 
amid such circumstances, and he will 
ket no heavenly recognition. 

But into the divine scales another 
man’s charity is placed. It starts from 
love of God and man. It Is born in heav- 
en. It is a lifelong characteristic. It 
may haye a million dollara or a penny 
to bestow, but the manner in which that 
giver bestows it shows that it Is a di- 
vinely implanted principle. The one pen- 
ny given may, considering the limited cir- 
cumstances, attract as much angelic and 
heavenly attention as though the check 
given In charity was so large It staggered 
the cashier of the bank to cash it. It bs 
not the amount given, but the spirit with 
which it is given. “The Lord welgheth 
the spirits.” 

A Noble Resolve. 

Perhaps no one but God heard that 
good man's resolutions, but it amounted 
about to this: “From this present mo- 
ment to my last moment on enrth. God 
helping me, 1 will do all T can tv make 
this world a purer world, a better world, 
a happier world.“ Bat the resolution 
shines out in his face, sweetens his con- 
versation, enlarges his nature, controls 
his Ute and shows itself as plainly in the 
contribution of $1 as though he bad the 
means to contribute $500,000. When 
that charity is put Into the royal balance, 
the heavens watch the weighing and la- 
visible choirs chant from the clouds, and 
1 cateh one bar of the music, “Now 
abideth faith, hope, charity—these three; 
but the greatest of these is charity,” 

So also in the celestial scales is placed 
the spirit of faith. Io most cases faith 
depends on whether or not the sun shines, 
and the man had sound sleep last night, 
and whether the first person be meets in 
the morning tells him somethieg agreea- 
ble or disagreeable. Some day the sales 
in bis store slo not amount to so much as 
he expected, and he goes home with 
enough complaints to fill the bouse as 
soon as he coters It. Another day the 
sales are 20 or 40 per cent larger than 
usual, and as ho is putting the key into 
the door lock bis family hear him whis 
tliog a tune most jubilant. He bas faith 
that everything in his own affairs and 
in the affairs of church aud state are 
tending toward better conditions until 
something depressing happens in bis own 

reopal experiences or under his own 
observation. 

There are Christian people who bad 
faith that China would be redeemed and 
for 30 years have been contributing to- 
ward that object, but they changed thelr 
minds aod now despair of the Flowery 
Kingdom since the Boxers began thelr 
massacres. ‘Shere are those who were 
busy If New York missions anù expected 
the salvation of oor American cities until 
recent developments showed that the po- 
lice were in complicity with crime, and 
how there Christian workers are despair 
ful, as though all were lost. Of what 
worth is such a man's faith? When 
weighed, will they have what the chem- 
ists coll atomic welght—the welght ot an 
atom? No. Such ralch fs oo faith at all, 

Bot there is another man who by re 
pentance and prayer Lis put himselt Into 
alliance with the Almighty God, Made 
all richt by the Saviour's gence, this man 
goos to work ta make the work! right. 


Ile ways to himself: “God dn this 
world, und, he never — a t en 


Whe ga ot Mion was a useless morass 
OLAR H what the whole world will 
be when it hlossoms and leaves and 
flashes and resounds, with its coming 
glory. God will save it anyhow, with me 
or without me, but 1 want to do my 
share. I have some equipment—not as 
much as some others, but what I have I 
will use. I bave power to frown, and I 
will Zrown upon iniquity. I have power 
to smile, and 1 will smile encouragement 
upon all the struggling, I have a vocab- 
ulary not so opulent as the vocabulary of 
some others, but I have a storehouse of 
good words, and I mean to scatter them 
in helpfulness, 1 will ascribe right mo- 
tives to others when it is possible, If I 
tan say anything good about others, I 
will say it. If I can say nothing but vile 
of them, I will keep my lips shut as tight 
as the lips of the sphinx, which for 3,000 
years has looked off upon the sands of 
the desert nud uttered not one word 
about the desolation, The scheme of re- 
constructing this world is too great for 
me to manage, but I am not expected. to 
boss this job. I have faith to believe that 
the plan ia well laid out and will be well 
executed. Give me a brick and a trowel 
and I will begin now to help build the 
wall. I am not a soloist, but I can sing 
‘Rock of Ages’ to a sick pauper. I can- 
not write a great book, but I enn pick a 
cinder out of a child's exe or a splinter 
from under bis thumb nail. I now enlist 
in this army that is going to take the 
world for God, and I defy all the evil 
powers, human and satanic, to discourage 
me. Count me into the service. I cannot 
play upon a musical instrument, but 1 
can polish a cornet or string a harp or 
applaud the orchestra.” 


A Cheerful Faith. 


All through that man's experience there 
runs a faith that will keep him cheerful 
and busy nud triumphant. I like the 
watehword of Cromwell's Ironsides, the 
men who feared nothing and dared every- 
thing, going into battle with the shout: 
“The Lord of hosts is with un, the God 
of Jacob is our refuge! Selah!” No bal- 
ance that human brain ever planned or 
human hand ever constructed is worthy 
of weighing such a spirit. Gold and pre- 
cions stones are mensured by the carat, 
which is four grains. The dealer puts 
the diamond or the pearl on one side of 
the scales and the carat on the other side 
and tells you the weight. But we need 
something more delicately constructed to 
weigh that wonderful quality of faith 
which I am glad to know will be recog- 
nized and rewarded for all time and all 
eternity. The earthly weighman counter- 
polses on metallic balances the iron, the 
coal, the articles of human food, the 
solids of earthly merchandise, but he 
cannot test or announce the amount of 
things spiritual. Here is something 
which the Attic and Babylonian weigh- 
ing systems of the past and the metric 
weighing system of the present cannot 
manage. “The Lord welgheth the spir 
Its.“ 

Put also into those royal scales the am- 
bitious spirit. Every healthy man and 
woman has ambition. The lack of it is a 
sure sign of idiocy or immorality. The 
only question is, What shall be the atyle 
of our ambition? To stack up a stu- 
pendous fortune, to acquire a resounding 
name, to sweep everything we can reach 
into the whirlpool of our own selfishness 
—that is debasing, ruinous and deathfal, 
It in such a spirit we get what we start 
for, we only secure gigantic discontent. 
No man was ever made happy by what 
he got. It all depends upon the spirit 
with which we get it, and the spirit with 
which we keep it, and the spirit with 
which we distribute it. Not since the 
world stood has there been any instance 
of complete happiness from the amount 
of accumulation. Give the man of world- 
ly ambition 60 years of brilliant successes, 
He sought for renown, and the nations 
speak his name, He sought for affluence, 
and be is put to bis wits’ end to find out 
the best stocks and bouds in which be 
may make his investments. He is direct- 
or in banks enough and trustee in enough 
institutions and president of enough com- 
panies to bring on paresis, of which be is 
now dying. The royal balances are lift- 
ed to weigh the ambition which has con- 
trolled a lifetime, What was the worth 
of that ambition? How much did it yield 
for usefulness and bearen? Less than a 
scruple, less than a grain of sand, less 
than au atom, less than nothing. Dave 
a funeral a mile long with carriages, let 
the richest robes of ecclesiastics rustle 
about the casket, curicature the scene by 
choirs whieh chant “Blessed are the dead 
that die in the Lord.” That man's life 
is a failure, and if bis heirs scuffle in the 
surrogate's court about the incapacity of 
the testator to make a last will and tes- 
tament it will only be a prolongation of 
the failure. The son. through dissipation, 
spent his share of the fortune before the 
father died and so was cut off with a dol- 
lar. The daughter married against his 
will, and she is divinberited. Relatives 
whom he could never bear the sight of 
will put in their claim, and after years of 
litigation so much of the estate as the 
lawyers have not appropriated to them- 
selves will go into hands which the testa- 
tor never once thought of when, in his 
last days, be bade tearful farewells to the 
houses and lands and government securi- 
ties he could not take along with him into 
the sepulcher. 

God's Discipline. 

But look Into the dream of that school- 
boy who, without saying anything about 
it, is planning his lifetime carver. From 
au old book partly written in Hebrew 
and partly written In Greek, bot both 
Hebrew and Greek translated into good 
English, he reads of a great farmer like 
Amos, a great mechanic like Aholiab, a 
great lawyer like Moses, a great soldier 
like Joshua, a great king like Hezekiah, 
a grent poet ilike David, a great gleaner 
Uke Ruth, a great physician like Luke, 
a great preacher like Paul, a great Christ 
like no one on earth or In heaven because 
the superior of all beings terrestrial or 
celestial. He has learned by beart the 
Ten Commandments and the sermon on 
the mount and has splendid theories 
about everything. Between that falr 
hatred boy and the achlevement of what 
he wants and expects there are obstacles 
and hindrasces known only to the God 
who la going to discipline bim for heroics 
magnificent, I have no power to prophe 
ay that different experiences of bls en- 
@ouragement and disappointment, of his 
struggle or bis triumph, but as sure as 
God lives to make his word come true 
that who will sleep tonight nine 
-hourt out waking with be fwa) victor, 
1 do nat know the intermediate chapters 
of the volume of that young man's life, 
but I know the frat chapter apd the last 

le made of 


and eternal salvation he bore a part will 
hear of it lu various places and eulogize 
his memory, and God will say to the as- 
cending spirit, “To him that overcometh 
will I give to cat of the tree of life which 
js in the midst of the paradise of God.“ 
In the hour of that soul's release and en- 
thronement there will be heavenly accla- 
mation, as In the royal balances “the 
Lord welgheth the spirits,” 

Other balances may lack precision and 
fail in counterpoise. Scales are affected 
by conditions of atmosphere and acid 
vapors. After all that the nations have 
done to establish an invariable standard, 
perfection has never yet been reached, 
and never will be reached. But the royal 
balances of which I speak are the same 
in heat and cold, in all weathers, in all 
lands and in all the heavyens—just and 
true to the last point of justice and truth. 
The same balance that weighed the 
tempted epirit of Adam under the fruit 
tree, and the spirit of Cain in the first as- 
sassination, and the spirit of courage in 
Joshua during the prolonged daylight, 
and the spirit of cruelty in Jezebel, and 
the spirit of grief in Jeremiah's lamenta- 
tion, and the spirit of evangelism in 
Paul between the road to Damascus, 
where he first saw the light, and the road 
to Ostia, the place of his beheadment, is 
weighing still and never yet has varied 
from the right one milligram, which is 
the one-six-thousandth part of a grain. 
The only perfect, standard of weights and 
measures ever established was established 
in the heavens before the world was 
made and will continue to do its work 
after the world is burned up. To meas- 
ure the time we have calendars. To 
mensure the lightning we have the clec- 
trometers. To measure the heat we have 
the thermometers. To measure the at- 
mospheric pressure we have the barom- 
eters. To measure souls we have the 
royal balances. “The Lord weigheth the 
spirits.” 


Weighed In Divine Scales, 


In the same divine scales the spirit of 
nations and civilizations is weighed. 
Egyptian civilization did its work, but it 
was crucl and superstitious and idolatrous 
and defiant of the Almighty. It was cast 
out and cast down. The tourist finds his 
chief interest not in the generation that 
now inhabits the regions watered by the 
Nile and sprinkled by her cascades, but 
in the temples that are the skeletons of 
ancient pride and pomp and power—her 
obelisks, her catacombs, her mosques, the 
colossus of Rameses, the dead cities of 
Memphis and Thebes, the temples of 
Luxor and Karnak, the museum contain- 
ing the mummified forms of the pharaohs. 
It is not the Egypt of today that we go 
to sec, but the Egypt of many centuries 
ago. Her spirit has departed. Her 
doom was sealed. The Lord weighed her 
spirit. 

Now cross over the Dardanelles or 
Hellespont and sve Grecian civilization 
put in the royal balances. Surely that is 
an imperishable spirit. A land that pro- 
duced a Pindar and a Homer lu poetry, a 
Sophocles and an Æschylus in tragedy, s 
Herodotus and Thucydides in history, o 
Socrates and Plato in philosophy, a Stra- 
bo in geography, a Hippocrates in medi- 
cine, a Xenophon in literature, a Pilu- 
tarch in biography, a Miltiades and an 
Alexander in battle and could build a 
temple of Diana at Ephesus. and the 
acro-Corinthus at Corinth and could 
crown the Acropolis with a Parthenon— 
surely such a land, with more genius com- 
pressed in small space than in any of tho 
nations of all the ages, will stand forever 
triumphant among surrounding nations. 
No. Her pride of heroics, her pride of 
literature, ber pride of architecture, must 
be brought down lower and lower, and 
humiliation must follow humiliation until 
in the latter part of the nineteenth centu- 
ry she is compelled to submit to the out- 
rages of a sultan whose hands are red 
with the blood of 50,000 Armenians. Had 
Athens prayerfully listened to Paul's ser- 
mon on Mars bill and adopted his pre 
cepts of brotherhood and divine worship 
she would have stood in her old power 
today, and all Greece would have stood 
with her, aod that civilization so long 
dead under the carved pillara of her 
shrines and under the marble of her pen- 
telican mountains would have been, per- 
haps for all Asia and for much of Eu- 
rope, a living civilization. But for her 
arrogance she was cast out and cast 
down. The Lord weighed her spirit. 

Wander slong the banks of the Tiber, 
and you come to another civilization 
which is put in the royal balances—the 
Roman civilization. Its capital was the 
mistress of the world. Surély here is 
something that will last as long as the 
earth continues to swing in its orbit. 
Here Cæsar reigned and Trajan and Ti- 
tus and Constantine brought home their 
victorious armies. Hoere stood glittering 
in the sun the Coliseum, combining in its 
architecture the best Doric, Ionic and 
Corinthian, 87,000 spectators gazing upon 
the gladiators In bloody struggle. Look! 
That is Michael Angelo on a scaffold 
penciling the facade of a palace. Hear! 
That is the voice of Marcus Tullius Cie 
ero In the defense of Archias. Now liss 
ten to the laughter of Terence io immor 
tal comedy. What rich aroma! It is 
wafted from the gardens of Sallust. Be- 
bold the splendor of the Augustan age! 
Hear the rustiing of the historical pages 
of Livy ond the odes of Horace and Vir 
gil's Euneid.“ Behold ber system of 
laws, which have been the foundation of 
good laws all the world over! Rut the 
empire was plunged Into extravagance 
and dissoluteness, and it taken the four 
great volumes of Gibbon to describe her 
decadence. The Gotha, the Ilana, the 
Tartare, Tamerlane, Attila and Alaric 
helped In the demolition. We go there 
now to see her ruins, Collkeym iu rulns. 
Forum in ruins. Cwant's palace to ruins. 
Baths of Titus in rulus. Appian way lu 
ruins. Catacombs in ruina. Temple of 
Neptune in ruins., Mausoleum of Ma- 
drian in ruins. Roman civilization in 
ruins. Ite spirit was an Impure spirit, 
an al) conquering spirit, and “the Lord 
welgheth the spirits,” 

The Weighing of Nations, 


And so the spirit of our American na- 
tlon is put into the royal balance, anid it 
will be weighed as certainly as all the 
nations of the past were weighed and as 
all the nations of the present are being 
weighed. When we go to estimate the 
wealth of this nation, we weight its gold 
and silver and coal aud iron and copper 
aud lead, aud all the steelyarda and all 
the balances are kept busy. So many 
tons of this and so many tons of that, a 
mountalefal of this metal and another 
mountalntul of another metal. That is 
wet, Wo want to know our minig 
wealth, our manufacturing wealth, our 
agricultural wealth, and the bushel moas 
ure and the scales have an important 
work. But know right well there du a di 
vine weighing la this country all the time 
going on, and I can tell fou our coun, 
try’s destiny it you will tell me whether 
it aball be a God honoring nation, rever- 
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‘and in 
blasphemy silenced in all the 
toned systems of morals in all 
our land, then our institations will’ 
and all the wondrous prosperitles of 
present are only a faint hint of 
greater prosperities to come, © Richer 
vests will rustle in the fields, 
style of literature will turn its 
our libraries, nobler men will

equal to those of the past. 
day of the world’s existence will find 
our free American institutions permanent 
as the mountains before they begin to 
fall and glorious as the seas before they 
begin to dis. 

Keep the National Life Pure. 

But if our character and behavior as a 
nation are reversed and good morals give 
place to loose living and God is put away 
from our hearts and our schools and our 
homes and our people and our literature 
be debauched and anarchism and atheism 
have full sway and our American Sab- 
bath becomes a Parisian Sabbath and 
infamous laws get a place on our statute 
books and the marriage relation becomes 
a joke instead of a sanctity and the God 
whom Columbus prayed to on the day of 
his landing from stormy seas and whom 
Benjamin Franklin publicly reverenced 
when he moved amid derisive cries’ the 
regular opening of the American con- 
gress with prayer shall in our national 
future be insulted and blasphemed, ‘then 
it will not be long before we will need 
another Edward Gibbon to write the de- 
cline and fall of the United States re- 
public, and it will not be another case of 
destruction by the Goths and Huns and 
Tartars and Tamerlanes and Attilas of 
foreign opposition and hate, but it will 
be a case of world astounding national 
zuleide. 

The wish of this sermon is to empha- 
size the invisible—to show that there are 
other balances besides those of brass and 
platinum and aluminium and set in éarth- 
ly storchouses; that the spirit is the most 
important part of us; that the scales 
which weigh your body are not as Impor 
tant as the scales which weigh your squi, 

The Uniform Standard. 

By joint resolution of congress, in 1836, 
the treasurer of the United States was 
ordered to send a complete set of the 
standard weights and measures adopted 
by the national government to the gow 
ernors of all the states, so that there 
might be uniformity and accuracy, and 
that distribution was made, ‘So, now, 
the Ruler of earth and heaven, having es- 
tablished forever the right standard, 
sends to us all and to all people a copy of 
that standard—the standard by which 
“the Lord weigheth the spirits.” 

What a world this will be when ft i 
weighed after its regeneration shall have 
taken place! Scientists now guess at the 
number of tons our world weighs, and 
they put the Apennines and the Sierra 
Nevadas and Chimboraso and the Eima, 
layas in the scales. But if weighed as ta 
its morals At the present time in the roya 
balance the heaviest things would be the 
wars, the international hatreds,- ‘the 
crimes mountain high, the moral disas- - 
ters that stagger the hemispheres on thelr 
way through immensity. But when the 
gospel has gardenized the earth, as it will 
yet gardenize it, and the atmosphere 
shall be universal balm and the soil will 
produce universal harvest and fruitage 
and the last cavalry horse ahali be unsad- 
died and the last gun carriage unwheel- 
ed and the last fortress turned into a mu- 
seum to show nations in peace what a 
horrid thing war once was, then ‘the 
world will be weighed, and as the oppo 
site side of the scales lifts as though It 
was light as a feather the right side of 
the scales will come down, weighing more 
than all else those tremendous values 
that St. Peter enumerated—faith, virtue, 
knowledge, temperance, patience, godll- 
ness, brotherly kindness, charity. 

God forbid that it should ever be writ- 
ten concerning us as individuals or com- 
munities or nations as it was written on 
the wall of Belshozzar’s banqueting ball 
the hour when Daniel impeached the 
monarch and translated the fury words 
which blanched the cheeks of the revelers 
and mae them drop their chalices brims, 
ming with wine, “Thou art weighed in 
the balances and found wanting.”

Survey at Buffalo.

An allegorical picture representing 
the genius of jogy unovering the 
mineral wealth of Maryland occupive 
the upper part of the east front of the 
building. Below this are hung large 
maps ofthe State, colored in various 
ways to he ge logy, 9 —5 and 
temperatures, ogra provinces, 
relative ele vat Bs and — arent. 
In the large windows are exhibited 
large colored transparencies of Mary- 
land scenery and stene quarries and a 
series of photo micrographs of sections 
or rock colored, as seen under the mi- 
croscope by polarized light magnified 
60 diameters. 

Nineteen frames of illustrations from 
ublications. phic and geolog- 
cal maps, scenes of quarries and coal 

mines cover the remainder of the wall 


e. 

One of the most striking objects is a 
pillar of coal three feet square and sev- 
en feet high, weighing aboutthree tons. 
This cost the Consolidation Coal Comp 
any an immense amount of oars and 


‘labor to cut from the breast of the big 


vein,’ which is 14 feet thick, send it to 
the surface and ship it to Buffalo in 
one perfect piece, Seyen smaller cubes 
represent others of Maryland's famous 
coal seams. 

The exhibits on the tables ara mostly 
ofeconomic value, At one end are 
shown the building stones from the 
principal Maryland quarries, blocks of 
various shapes represent the polish- 
ed, hammered anu rock surfaces ef 
Port Deposit, Guilford, Woodstock, 
Ellicott City and Jones’ Falls granites. 
Marbles from the Beaver Dam quarries 
and the famous Seneca red eindstone 
and Shenandoah limestone are shown, 
This is backed by the exhibits of the 
Maryland slate companies—rough 
blocks and dressed slabs, modern, neat 
ly trimmed roofing slates and slates 
which have servedon roofs for over a 
hundred years. 

The ornamental stones are repr. sent- 
ed by a collection of polished slabs of 
variegated marble, Potomac conglome- 
rate anda beautiful series of serpen- 
tines, including the precious variety and 
picrolite. 

Next comes a less ornamental but 
very practical exhibit of the highway 
division of the survey, showing various 
tests, by specimen and photographs of 
machinery to which stone, brick and 
cement are subjected at the labora- 
tery in the Johns Hopkins University. 

he solls are well shown in a series 
of glass jars and tubes. Seven tubes 
are arranged around each soil specimen 
each tube.containing its proper propor- 
tion of the constituents of the soil. 

Clays, labeled with their localities 
and properties; building and molding 
sands, kaolins, ground flints and marie 
are shown in glass jars. Under the 
table, on a series of steps and lighted 
by electricity, are the clay products— 
enamel’d brick, fire brick, ornamental 
and common brick, sewer pipe, stove 
lining, crockery, tiles and terra cotta— 
some glazed, some unglazed, of all 
shades from bright red to white. These 
make a yoi attractive display and well 
represent the great richness and variety 
of Maryland's claye. 

Installed in four plate glass cases is 
a very complete systematic geological 
collection. The oldest known rocks 
are represented ty contorted, faulted 
and metamorphosed rock specimens, 
with ores of copper, iron, lead and 
gold. Each age is represented by its 
characteristic fossils, from the Cam- 
brian trilobites to the elephant's tooth 
of the Pleistocene, with such minerals 
and ores as occur placed in their proper 
horizons, 

A complete ret of the publications of 
the Geological Survey, consisting of re 

ts and atlas sheets, completes the 
ieplay indoors. Outside the buildings 
are larger pieces of tcrra cotta and slate.

The origin of the Incas, the native 
rulers of Peru, is — d traditional. 
From traditions, gathe by the early 
Spaniardr, it appears that Manco was 
the name of the first Inca (Child of the 
Sun). He founded the city of Cuzco, 
instructed the men in — 4 a and 
the arts, gave them a religion and a 
social organization; while his wife 
taught the women to sew, spin and 
weave. The Inca was not only a 
ruler of his people but aleo the father 
and high priest. After ruling over his 

ople forty j«ars, Che ascended to his 
ather the Sun.” The year generali 
assigned as that of his death is A. D. 
1062, The progress of the Peruvians 
was slow; they invented no alphabet 
and could therefore keep no written 
records. Thusit is that we have exact 
history of the Incas furthur back than 
about one hundred years before the in- 
vasion of the country by the Spaniards 

Three district historical eras are man- 
ifested in Peru. The Pre-Incarial 
period, of unknown duration, during 
which a highly civil'zed people lived 
in large cit had a language and re- 
ligion more advanced than even those 
of the Incas who succeeded them. 
Whence they came, and to what branch 
ofthe buman family they belonged, 
are still unanswered questions. 

Their existence, however, is clearly 
attested by vast architectural remains. 
Then follows the period of the Iacas, 
which attained the height of its glory 
when Huyana Capac ascended the 
throne, in 1475. From that date to the 
resent time may be considered the 
third historical era of Peru. 

Atahualpa was the last Inca of Peru; 
when his father, Huayna Capac, died, 
he left his throne to his eldest son, 
Huascar, and gave Atahualpa the gov- 
ernment of Quito, of which his mother 
had been princess. This division of 
the Empire led to civil war; and, after 
a long and bloody struggle, Huascar 
was taken prisoner and Atahualpa be 
came Inca. It was at about this time 
that Pizarro fovaded Peru, and Atahu 
alpa ordered that he should be treated 
kindly and gave him quarters in one of 
his cities, 

A meeting between the two havin 
been arranged, „ approach 
the Spanish camp with a retinue of 
followers, unarmed, when he was 
treacherously seized by Pizarro and 
thrown into prison.

in the San Francisco Mountains, about 
150 miles north of Flagstaff. In that 


country the big cats are found in larger 


nubert than in anyother locality in 
Afigona, and the expects to bag 
several hundred of them. 

At one time the Californis lion was 
found in all parts of Arizona, but larger 
Territcrial and county bounties have 
caused its extermination in many dis- 
tricts. At $20 a head hpnting the beasts 
was a profitable business, and some 
hunters, in times past, have killed a 
score of lions in a week. A total of 
more than $100,000 has been paid in 
Arizona for ecalps in the past ten yearn, 
Hundreds of lions beside have been 
shot by cattle, hcrse and sheep men, 
who have not asked for the bounties, 
tiking as their reward the fact that they 
haye disposed of the cause of the 
slaughter of their calves, colta and 
lamba, 

While the lions have grown less com 
mon in the southern part of thg. Terri 
tory, there has been no decrease in their 
numbers in the wilder northern r-gions. 
Sheepmen in the San Francisco Moun 
tains have complained of late that the 
lions were killing off all their lambs, 
Warden McCarty has taken the matter 
in hand, and, with five experienced 
lions hunters and twaescore trained lion 
dogs, be expects to rid the country of 
the peste.

` PAY OF MAYORS VARIES. 


And, Proportionately, New York's Mayor 
is Ose of the Poorest Paid. 


No organization of municipal reform- 
ers haa even addressed itself to the task 
of seeking to equalize the pay of may- | 
ore of American cities, for the rate is 
usually fixed by act of the Legialature, | 
and where not so provided for, by some | 
local commission or board. The latter | 
course is usually pursued in the minor | 
cities. The salary of the mayor of New | 
York is $15,000 a year, and Chicago, 
which ranks second to New York in 
population, pays its mayor $10,000, 
whereas Philadelphia, which is third 
upon the list pays its mayor $12,000. 

The salary of the mayor of St. Louis, 
a city of 505,000 inhabitants, is $5,000, 
whereas Boston, an older and a smaller 
city, pays its mayor $10,000. Balti- 
more, Cincinnati and Cleveland, three 
cities of the same group in population, 
though Baltimore, an older city, has 
long the start of its rival, pave $6,000, 
whercas Buffalo pays $5,000 and San 
Francisco, a smaller city, $6,000, The 
‘salary Of the mayor of New Orleans is 
$6,000 and the duties of the incumbent

merical standpoint, and his reasons for 
holding. thia view were explained by 
him to a Daily Mail representative 
recently. 

“I think the American boy is ahead 
of our own,” said Sir Thomae, “and L'I) 
toll you why. In America toys are 
turned out to shiftfor themselves at an 
earlier age than is the case in England, 
and I hold that the result of that sys- 
tem ist) make the lads more indepén- 
dent and self-reliant than those who 
are kept under close parental: control 
until later in life. 

“The English boy is, I think, kept at 
noms OF at his studies too long; mind, 
I am speaking of the boy who is inten 
ded for a businces càrcer. We coddle 
our boys too much, instead of turning 
them out to mingle with older people 
and harden themselves for the battle 
of life. 

One resultcf the Amer:can plan is 
that you find more young men in con- 
trol in the United States than you do 
in England, which means that they 
have been longer out in the world than 
youths of their own age in England. 

“What I eaid as to the advisability 
of sending every English boy to Ameri- 
ca when he is 17 years of age must not 
be taken too literally. But I do think 
that a few years experience in American 
business methods would do the average |

1,000 persons will be employed in this 
industry, and all ‘ef them will realize 
a good, comfortable living from tiie 
products of their work this year. The 
average time employed in crabbing 
each day will not excted siz hours, 
leaving the remainder of the day for 
rest, or to be spent in any manner de 
sired, 

There has been much discussion in 
the county press as to whether the use 
of scrapers for the catching of crabs 
would eventually break the business 
up. There is no doubt that the use of 
the scrape enables the fishermen to 
catch the crabe at such an early season 
and at such arate that it does not per- 
mit them to grow large. The markets 
are flooded at this season with small 
craba, and prices rule high. It would, 
no doubt, be much better for both the 
catcher and packer if crabs were not 
taken in such large quantities in so 
brief a period. This would make prices 
uniform and result advantageously to 


all directly interested in the business. 
Hard crabs are still small and scarce; 


sO few wire never known to be caught 
at this season, but later they are ex- 
poted to be abundant, The demand for 
hard crabs was as nothing to that for 
the soft shell until the canning of crab 
meat was introduced on a large scale, 
Now the supply scarcely equals the 
demand of the canners at times, and 
prices ruje high.—Amerioan Packer

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your idea as to the value of one talent. 
You remember the capitalist gave to one 
of his men for business purposes five tal- 
ents, to another two, to another one, What 
a small amount to this last, you think, 
and how could he be expected to do any- 
thing with only one talent? I have to tell 
you that one talent was about’ $7,200, 
so that when my text says, o another 
one,” it implies that those wha have the 
least have much, 

We bother ourselves a great deal about 
those who are highly gifted or have large 
financial resource or exalted official posi- 
tlon or wide reaching opportunity. We 
are anxious that their wealth, their elo- 
quence, their wit, be employed on the 
right side. One of them makes a mis- 
take, and we say, “What an awful dis- 
aster.” When one of them devotes all 
his great ability to useful purposes, we 
celebrate it, we enlarge upon it, we speak 
of it as something for gratitude to God. 
Meanwhile wé give no time at all to con- 
sider what people are doing with their 
one talent, not realizing that ten people 
of one talent each are quite as impor- 
tant as one man with ten talents. In the 
ome case the advantage or opportunity 
is concentered in a single personality, 
while in anotber it is divided among ten 
individuals. Now, what we want to do 
in this sermon is to waken people of only 
‘one talent to appreciation of their duty. 
Only a few people have five talents or ten 
talents, while millions bave oue. My 
short text is like a galvanic shock. “To 
another one.” 

The most difficult thing in the world is 
to make an accurate estimate of our 
selves. Our friends value us too high, 
our enemies too low. To tnd ont what 
we are worth morally and mentally is al- 
most impossible, We are apt to measure 
ourselves by those around om, but this bs 
not fair, as they may be very brilliant or 
very dull, very good or very bad. Indeed 
there are no human scales that can tell 
our exact moral and mental weight, nor 
is there a standard by which we can 
measure our exact intellectual bright, sọ 
the hardest thing to do is to ealeulate 
our real stature of heft. Bat it will be 
no evideoce of egutism in any of n= if we 
suy that we have nt least one talent. 
What ix it aod, tuding what it is, what 
nse shall we make of it? The onet of 
the people, finding that they hare only 
ode talent, do as the man spoken of in the 
parable, tbey hide t. But if all of the 
people who bare one talent brought it ow 
fur use before this century i» half pust 
and correspondents begin to write at the 
head of their letters HRW) the earth 
would be one of the outskirts of heaven. 
Naak you again, What iv your one talent?

nothing any more than they should be 
expected to build school houses in the 
neighborhood, or pay by direct contri- 
bution for their public sohools.

I have ro doubt that there are those 
who are skeptical about this kind of 
road building, but as I stated In the pre- 
vious article,I have seen the finest kind 
of roads built in this way, roads that are 
in fact more valuable than shell roads 
because they last much longer and are 
repaired at much less cost. These 
roads too are much better than clay 
roads built ina clay country because 
they do not get out of order in winter, 
If they are kept properly rounded up 
the water runs off tothe side, not to 
stand asin a clay country to keep the 
road bed sobbed, but to disappear in 
the eand by the side of the road. 

In, addition to this clay that can be 
used for the road bed, there is found 
at Mardela beds of clay, gravel and 


last Jayer in finishing the road, This 
would make the road wear even longer 
and the surface harder. We have 
nothing that I know of better than 
shells to use where roads wash, that is, 
on the hill sides. Then we must contin- 
ue to use shells. 


Some of our friends seem to think 
that this appropriation is asked for to 
build roads around Salisbury. Well it 
is, but not exclusively. It is to build 
roads throughout the county; from the 
Nanticoke to the Pocomoke. What we 
want ia not fancy roads, but good sub- 
stantial road beds upon which a pair of 
horses can pull two tons or an average 
team can make eight miles an hour | 
winter or summer; roads that will not 
damn the county when a stranger 
comes here to purchase lands with a 
view of making it his home, I am

As a canned goods centre, Baltimore | en 


is the largest in the world, and it ja 
estimated produces 65 per cent of the 
canned goods used in the United States. 
‘There are about 84 large firms engaged 
in this line of busmess, in addition to 
a number of smaller ones. The ospi- 
tal in vested amounts to about , 000, 000, 
while about 12,000 hands are et ployed, 
including men, women and children. 
Export business in this particular line 
is mot very extensive, fully 85 per cent 
of the different varieties packed being 
for home consumption, although an 
occasional cargo is sent abroad, 

All descriptions of fruits and veg- 
etables are canned by Baltimore pack- 
ers, including pineapples, peas, string 


beans, peaches, tomatoes, pumpkins, tec 


baked beans, spinach, oysters, meats, 
soups, sauerkraut and bacon. The 
canned oyster season just closed has 
been one of the smallest fora number 
of years. This has been caused by the 
oyster beds dying out. Packers atiri- 
bute this to the accidental elimina- 
tion of the cove oyster law in the oys- 
ter bill of the last Legislature, 

The season for packing fruits and 
vegetables is now beginning, and the 
different packing houses are making 
preparations for handling the enor- 
mous quantities of orchard product 
and truck which will shortly come to 
the city. Moat of the large packers 
are located on the water front, and 
their establishments are easily ap- 
proached by the smaller vessels bring- 
ing the produce from the counties, and 
cargoes chu be taken directly from the 
boat into the factories. 

Nearly all the fruits, berrivs and 
vegetables come from Maryland’ and 
Virginia, and considerable quantiti-s 
of truck while still in the ground are 
purchased by the packer ‘from the 
farmer. In the preparation of veg 
etables and fruit for the canning pro- 
cess considerable machin ry is used, 
but the bulk of the work is done by 
hand, Peachas, tomatoes, pineapples 
and other vegetables and fruits are all 
pred by hand. Although machinery 
has been introduced for hulling peas, 
it has not yet reached an entirely satis- 
factory stage, all of the fines} quality 
of canned peas being hulled by hand. 
While pineapples and other fruits are 
pared by hand, the slicing and other 
work required for preparing them for 
canning is done by machinery. 

Msny of the leading houses have 
railroad switches running into their 
grounds, the cars being loaded directly 
from the shipping offices, which saves 
the expense of hauling to the station 
anc also saves considerable time in 
starting the goods to their destinations. 
Several of the large packers have can 
factories attached to their packing 
establishments, where tin cans for 
packing tLe goods are made, and this 
furnishes employment to an additional 
number of hands, Since the formation 
of the American Tin Can Company, 
which absorbed many of the tin can 
plants in this city, and also took in the 
can plants of a number of the packers, 
| this feature is not so extensive as form- 
erly. 
| Thecarned gocds trade is an old in- 
| dustry of Baltimore, and the packers 
of this city decided years ago that they 
should have an organization for thelr 
protection, This resulted an the organ 
| zation of the Canned Goods Exchange 
in 1882, which organization was the 
| first of ite kind in the country, All 
packers of any consequence are mem- 
| bera, and while there is no trading done 
on the Exchange, it has been of great 
| Value in protecting the mutual interests 
ol the trade.

BATH OF THE ORANGE, 


The Fruit Needs Much Grooming Be- 
fore It Is Ready For Market, 

Fresh from the tree an orango is still 
very much alive, with the oll cells ex- 
panded and the mystery of growth mot 
yet suspended. Cut off from the sap 
supply, a change takes place. The skin 
draws closer to the pulp and gives’ off 
moisture that would cause sweating if 
the fruit were packed at opce. But 
first these dust stained travelers must 
have a bath. 

By the bushel, if only this were the 
land of the good old bushel: bas he 
newcomers are dumped int6 a . 
narrow tank of water at one end of 
which lea big wheel with a tlre of soft 
bristles. The wheel revolves so that 
the lower edge works lu connection 
with another set of brushes in a small- 
er tank below, and the oranges, after 
bobbing about In the big tank, pass be- 
tween the wet brushes and eome out 
bright and clean. 

This washer is a peat machine and 
does away with the more primitive yet 
picturesque method of band washing. 

At some of the smaller peeking 
houses may still be seen groups of wo- 
men, sometimes white, etimes 
brown skinned, each with a tb of wa- 
ter and brush, scrubbing busily away 
at the yellow piles that never seem to 
grow less till the last hour of the day. 

After their bath the oranges are 
spread out in the sun to dry on long, 
slanting racks. At the lower end they 
roll off Into boxes, to be carried away 
to the warehouse for their rest. 

An orange needs a deal of grooming, 
it would seem, before it is ready for 
market. The washing was not enough. 
There must be a brushing top. And 
after the days of curing thé oranges 
are fed into a bopper which drops them 
single fle on to a belt that runs be- 
tween revolving cylindrical brushes, 
this for n smooth. shiny look,—Los An- 
geles Herald.

Partizanship in the selection of 
the trustee. As a matter of fact there 
were only two absolute changes made 
among the trustees by the Board, and 
these both colored. As these were re- 
placed by colored men we presume the 
partizenship charge does not apply 
here. There were a number of va- 
cancies among the several boards of 
trostees caused by death or resignation 
which wereffilled by parties whose 
names had been handed the secretary, 
and in no case was the question raised 
as to the politics of the suggested par- 
ties. Indeed, we have learned since the 
appointments we.e made that Repub- 
licans were appointed to fill the va- 
cCancy created by the resignation of 
Democrats. 

3d. Discourteous treatment of the 
minority member. The convenience 
alone of the minorit; member has been 
considered in sel: cting the hour of our 
meetings. Mr. Williams has been 
known lo come in town and wait hours 
for the convenience of the minority 
member. On several occasions when 
the minority member was not present 
at our meetings, and it has suited his 
convenience to be absent occasionally, 
matters have been postponed that 
they might have his consi eration. 
Pomibly some things urged by the 
minority member may not have re- 
ceived the Board’s sanction but no dis 
courtesy was intended when we dif- 
fered, Our endeavor has been uniform 
courtesy and wherein we have failed 
must be attributed to what the minority 
member sometime chooses to call our 
ignorance. 

4th. Representing special consti 
tuenta before the county commissioners 
for needed school improvements. A 
special meeting had been arranged 
for June 11th, as stated in the Courier, 
to urge an appropriation in the form of 
a pecial building fund. Mr. Sta‘on 
know and co stated a week before that 
it would be impossible for him to be 
present at the hour stated, 10 o'clock in 
the m-rning. The minority member, 
for no doubt equally good reasons, was 
not present at this special meeting. 
Leading citizens, both white and color- 
od, from various sections of the county 
had gathered at the request of our 
Board to make this appeal before the 
cdunty commissioners. Was the una- 
voldable absence{of two members of our 
Board to keep these gentlemen from 
stating their case to the county oom- 
missionera(?) Mr. Williams thought not 
#0 he joined this gathering of represen- 
tative tax-payers, among whom were 
some of the leading republicans of the 
county, and at the close of the appeal 
said to the county commissioners he 
hoped they would consider favorably 
the various cases of need which had 
been laid before them that morning. 
How he could be justly accused with 
“deciding upon improvements or as- 
suming any responsibility or in any 
way looking especially after the inter- 
este of his friends or special consti- 
tuents” is hard, we think, for any fair 
minded person to ee. He was present 
fe the interests of the schools of the 
bounty regardless of sect, creed, or

Amendmeats To Constitutlos. 


A proclamation by Governcr Smith 
is published elsewhere in The ADVER- 
TISER setting forth three proposed 
amendments to the Constitution to be 
voted upon at the election November 5, 

The first of these amendments per- 
mits the payment of a salary te the 
State's attorneys for counties not ex- 
ceeding 88,000, or payment by fees, as 
may be preecribed by law. The State's 
attorney for Baltimore city is to re- 
ceive a salary of $4,500 and shall hate 
power to appoint one deputy ata sal- 


ary not exceeding $3,000 and such other 
astistants at not more than $1,500 a 


year as the supreme Bench may auth- 
orize, all the salaries to be paid out of 
the fees of the office. 

The other two amendments are de- 
signed to divide the city of Baltimore 
into four legislative districts instead of 
three, as at present. This, if adopted, 
will give the city four Senators and 94 
Delegates in the Legislature.

Judge Morris’ Decision Favors the Bor- 
rowers of the Defaact 
Institntion. 


A decision of interest to all stock - 
holders and borrowers of Building end 
Loan Associations, was handed down 
last Monday by Judge Morris of Balti- 
mor) upon the various exceptions 
which have been filed to the reports of 
Special Master John C, Rose in the 
matter of the Baltimore Building and 
Loan Association, There are three of 
these decisions, The effect of all of 
them may be briefly stated as follows: 

1. Stockholders who gave withdraw- 
al notices before the association passed 
into the hands of receivers, but who 
did not receive the withdrawal value 
of their stock before the appointment 
of such receivers, and not entitled to 
any preference in the distribution of 
the assets of the insolvent association 
over the stockholders who had not 
given such notice 

% The holders of the full-paid stock 
are not entitled to any preference in 
the distribution of the assets over the 
holders of installment stock. The 
amount of the claim of the holders of 
the full-paid stock against the associa- 
tion will be the par value of their stock 
with interest thereon from January 1, 
1900, to March 21, 1900. The amount 
of the claim of the installment stook- 
holders against the association will be 
for the amount of dues they have paid 
into the association upon their instal! 
ment stock, with interest at 6 per cent, 
thereon for the average time prior to 
March 21, 1000, during which the asso- 
ciation held their money. Upon the 
basis of their respective claims, ascer- 
tained in the manner above stated, the 
holders of paid-up and installment 
stock will share equally and ratably in 
the distribution of ths assets of the 
association. 

On the above questions the ruling of 
the Court upholds the reports of the 
Special Master, 

MARYLAND LAW CONTROLS. 


8. Accounts between the association 
and members who have borrowed 
money upon real estate mortgage from 
it in the usual form of such mortgages 
taken by such association will be stated 
as follows : 

A borrowing stockholder will be 
charged with the amount of the loan 
due him, with legal interest thereon, 
from the time such loan was made to 
him, He will be credited with all 
sums paid in by him for dues, premium 
or interest as of the time such payments 
were made by him, such credits to be 
made according to the rule for the ap- 
plication of partial payments prevailing 
in Maryland. The borrowing stook- 
holder will not be entitled to any oredit 
for sums paid by him as admission fee 
or fines. As to the borrowing stock- 
holders, while the report of the Special 
Master is confirmed in so far as such 
report allows the borrowing stock - 
holder credit for interest and premium, 
it is overruled so far as it refused the 
borrowing stockholder credit for the 
dues paid in by him. 


Judge Morris holds that the Baltimore 
Building and Loan Association, being 
a Maryland corporation and owning its 
right to do business at all to the Mary- 
land Building Association legislation, 
the settled rulings of the Maryland 
courts as to the rights of stockholders 
must control, and that the Maryland 
Court of Appeals had definitely decided 
years before the Baltimore Building 
and Loan Association began business 
in the case of Zucker vs. Low Street 
Building Association, 48 Md. 448, that 
when a Maryland building association 
becomes insolvent the borrowing stock- 
holder is entitled to oredit on bis in- 
debtedness to the association all the 
sums paid in by him to it for interest, 
premium and dues.“ 

From the above quotation from the 
“Baltimore Sun” of Tuesday last, it 
will be seen that paid up stock and 
running stock will share equally in the 
dividends on the winding up of the 
Association. 

The borrowing members,on mortgage 
or otherwise, will receive credit on the 
sum borrowed for all interest, prem- 
lum and dues as of the date of paymert 
and calculated as partial payments on 
debts between private individuals, and 
the balance ascertained to be due must 
be paid by the borrower. 

From the Master's Report as of date 
of March 918t. 1000 as to assests of the 
Associatson, no accurate idea can now 
be formed, as the decision of Jadge 
Morris materially affects the value of 
the asset but it is probable the Master 
will make a statement in a short time 
of the value of the assets in accordance 
with the opinion. 

As the amount involved in regard to 
credits of premium and duos affeots 
about one half of the astotr, it is prob · 


able an appeal will be taken to the U. 
8. Court ot Appeals, If such an ap- 
peal, which must be taken in sixty 
days, is made, then the tettlement of 


the affairs of the Association will be 
deferred until a decision is — by 


that Court, sometime about the first of 
next year. 

The conttntion of the Receivers in 
regard to the borrowers, was that they 
were members of the association and 
should pay in the full face value of 
the sums loaned, with no credit for 
pay ments of any kind but interest and 
participate with the non borrowing 
stockholders in the dividends. If the 
Receiver's bontention hed been sustain- 
ed the payments of dues and premium 
would have remained in the general 
fund and would have meant practically 
ruin to the borrowers. 

Messrs. Toadvin & Bell, who carried 
thé case of White vs Williams to the 
Court of Appeals and there won, repre- 
sented the borrowers in Wicomico 
county and many borrowers in other 
counties, Mr. Jas. E. Ellegood repre- 
resented the Stockholders, Numerous 
counsel from Maryland and other 
states represented the different coflicting 
interests. Judge Morris in regard to 
the borrowers followed the decision of 
our Court of Appeals in the White vs 
Williams case, Amount involved in 
the decision is about $1,000,000.00.

CHAIRMAN JONES TALKS. 


His Views oa the Battle of 1904. It's a Way 


Senator James K. Jones; chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
was in Washington this week. His 
visit had nothing to do with politics, 
but the opinions he expressed as to the 
issues of the next national campaign 
are significant. 

“The Supreme Court decision,” he 
baid, “has marked the issue that must 
be fought out and settled by the people. 
The Court has decided that Congress 
may determine how the peop'e of ter- 
ritory acquired by the United States 
shall be treated; whether they shall be 
citizens or subjects. The ‘issue before 
the people is what the course of Con- 
gress shall be in the exercise of this 
power. 

“It will have to be determined 
whether, Congress being given the 
power toextend government to a peo- 
ple, the government extended shall be ` ‘ 
in accord with the American decla- and Wo hoes one re 
ration of principles and the Constitu- must bayè and we know we 
tion, or whether it shall be come other can Bt e Very one 
sort of government, foreign to our in- 
stitutions. The contention of the De 
mocracy will be for the preservation of 
the doctrines upon which our Govern- 
ment is founded. We shall oppose the 
theory that there may be subjects un- 
der our republican form of government.

The people of this country will have to 
determine whether equality before the 
law, self-government by the people,

The original of Jennie Dvans in Sir 
Walter Scot's * Heart of Mid Lo-hian” 
wasa young Scotch girl by the name 
of Hehn Walker. She was kit an 
orphan with the charge of a sister con- 
siderably younger thao herself, whom 
she maintained and educate! by her 
own «exertions 

Attached to her by so many ties, it 
will not be hard to conceive Jennie 
Dean’s fcelings when she found that 
this only sister must be tried by the 
laws of ber country for child murder, 
and that she was called as principal 
witners against her. It was impossible 
for her to swear toa fals hood, and by 
her testimony her sister was tound 
guilty and condemned to death. By 
the laws of Scotland, six weeks must 
intervene between the pronouncing of 
a sentence and ite execution. 

On the very day of her aistrs con- 
demnation, Helen Walker hed a — 
tition drawn up, stating the peculiar 
circumstances of the case, and set out 
on foot for Londen. Arrived there, 
she presented her petition tothe Duke 
of Argyle, who was so much impressed 
with her bravery and devotion to her 
sister, that he procured the pardon she 
asked for; and Helen returned with it 
justin time to eave her sister's life. 

he lady from whom Sir Walter Scott 
obtained this story, Mrs. Goldie, was 
extremely anxious to have a tombstone, 
with an appropriste FT it, 
raised to the memory of Helen Walker;

of Dumouriez, then by his daring and 
bravery, though his army numbered 
But forty seven thousand men, he rout- 
ed the allies, numbering a hundred 
and fifty thousand, on the field of 
Vaimy, and saved Paris 

When Napoleon came into power, 
Kellerman wus successfully made Sen- 
ator, Marshall of France ani Duke of 
Valmy. He always considered the 
battle of Valmy though nota sangui 
nary one, the most Important of his 
many engagements. On his death bed 
he requested that hie body should be 
burfed in Paris, and hie heart on the 
field Where the battle had taken place, 
that it might with his old com- 
rades-in arms e died in Parie, 12%h., 
Sept., 1820.

ola Abe's Narrative About How the 
Plat Bottomed Boat Went Aground 
nad How She Got Safely Back Into 

the Ohio River. 


On one occasion a little drummer 
boy, securing leave of absence, accom- 
bauſed a sergeant to a public levee that 
“Old Abe” was holding at the White 
House. They went early. and when 
President Lincoln appeared and the 
handshaking began they were not long 
în reaching ulm. 

The tall man, almost a giant in phys- 

ical proportions, looked down with an 
amused smile at the tiny drummer boy, 
wlio appeared hardly 10 years of age. 
Grasping the little fellow’s right hand, 
the president suddenly reached out his 
left, swung the boy off his feet and 
set him gently down on a small table 
beside him. 
„Aha, my Ilttle soldier,” he said, 
laughing, “you shall help ‘Uncle Abe’ 
review this line today, and if your su- 
perior officer objects, why, I'll prolong 
your leave of absence!” 

Lincoln asked the boy bis age, place 
of residence, regiment and where he 
was on duty. Then, as some of the 
more Important officers of the army or 
navy, members of congress or of the 
executive departments chanced to pass 
in the line, the president would gravely 
Introduce his young assistant, with 
whom they were required to shake 
hands as well as with himself. 

When the reception was over, Presi- 
dent Lincoln took the boy Into his pri- 
vate apartments and introduced him to 
Mrs. Lincoln. After entertaining him 
at luncheon he dismissed him with a 
brief note to the commanding officer of 
the hospital where he was then sta- 
tioned telling why the boy's leave of 
absence had been extended, 

Lincoln's genlality and willingness at 
all times to hear or to tell a good story 
were conspicuous traits, not always 
agreeable to some of his able but wor- 
ried and Irritable advisers, 

On one occasion a sergeavt bad a 
squad of men at work unloading sup- 
plies from an Oblo river steamboat 
that In some mysterions manner had 
made Its way from the Interior to the 
coast waters of Virginia: it was a flat 
bottomed boat, drawing not more than 
three feet of water when loaded and 
hardly dampening its plank bottom 
when light. It was propelled by a 
horizontal stern wheel, driven by a 
small upright engine. Boats of that 
type were common on the Ohio, which 
runs almost dry at some seasons. They 
were known as “Pittsburgers” and 
were fabled to navigate freely In a 
heavy dew. 

The sergeant's men were hard at 
work carrying rations ashore from this 
craft when suddenly they stopped and 
sent up a lusty cheer. A little tuglike 
steamer had pulled up alongside, and 
from it stepped a tall, awkward man 
dressed in rusty black and wearing a 
napless silk bat. The sergeant recog- 
nized the president and saluted. 

“Your boat Is well named, sergeant,” 
sald the latter gravely, 

The soldier was puzzled.. He did vot 
know that the steamer had a name and 
sald so, 

The president took him by the arm 
and led bim back on the tug. There 
the stern of the “Pittsburger” loomed 
above them, and on its dirty white sur- 
face in tarnished gilt letters a yard 
long appenred the alugle word, Mist. 

“Yes,” sald Lincoln, "It's very well 
named indeed, sergeant. All those 
boats need Is a mist, and theyll run 
anywhere. 

“Years ago,” he continued, »I was at- 
tending court in Calro, Nis., wheu the 
Obio was so low that all the water 
there was between its banks was what 
bad spilled over from the Mississippi. 
Those ‘Pittsburgers’ were paxsing and 
repassing all the thine. One night there 
came up a little shower that raised the 
level maybe a balf Inch, Ove of em 
got out of the channel, sli! ashore 
and grounded In the mud right beside 
the courthouse, 

“It was there the next morning, and 
I remarked to a brother attorney that 
that boat was aground to stay. He 
was from ‘Egypt’ and kuew more 
about ‘ittsburgers’ than | did. He 
merely smiled and said, ‘You walt and 
Bee.’ 

“There came on another shower that 
afternoon. | beard an engine’ puffing 
and looked out of the courthouse wiu- 
dow. Maybe you'll think I'm exagger- 
ating, but there was that bont steam- 
lug down the rond toward the river, 
and in two minutes she was back in 
the Ohio, Just as the shower was over. 

expressed my surprise to the 
Judge, but he said that was nothing, 
If the sbower hudu't come up lu time, 
the captain would simply bave hired a 
boy witb a sprinkling pot to go abend. 
They're great boats, sergeant. Likely 
as not this one got here by coming 
across country.” 

President Lincolu repeated thie ex- 
travagaut story without the ghost of a 
smile. During its recital Secretary 
Stanton and Generals Falleck and 
Sherman—the last named having run 
up the day before from his march 
through ‘he Carollnas—who were with 
the party. had approached the presi- 
dent. General XSberman smiled broadly, 
but Staunton looked unnoyed, The pres- 
ident caught bis glance and, with a 
wink at the others, sald, “But maybe 
you've heard this before, Stanton.” 

“Very likely I bave,“ the secretary 
grimly responded, “bot 1 would sug. 
gest, Mr. President, that General Grant 
is awaiting us.“ 

The gleam of amusement left the 
kindly man's eyes, He gravely tumed 
and shook bands with the sergeant and 
then strode after bis cotupan as 
they made their way ashore.—Roe L.

When fruit has turned all its ber to 
suger and water, the absorption of 
oxygen must be checked by cutting off 
light and air; or, if allowed to continue 
the n xt chemical change involves the 
decomposition of the sugar and the 
fruit becomes rotten.“ The action 
of frost upon fruit is to crystalize all of 
ita contained moisture. It this can 
again be converted inton sugar by a 
very gradual process, the sugar of the 
fruit is found to be uninjured.

Wasurnatox, June 16—In this dis- 
rourse Dr. Talmage raises high expec- 
tations of the day when that which fa 
now only dimly seen will be fully re- 
vealed; text, Job xxvi, 14: “Lo, these 
cre parts of his ways. But how little 
a portion Is heard of him? But the 
thunder of his power who can under- 
stand!“ 

The least understood being In the uni- 
verse is God. Blasphemous would be 
any attempt by painting or geulpture 
to represent him, Egyptian bleroglyphs 
tried to suggest him by putting the fig- 
ure of an eye upon a sword, implying 
that God sees and rules, but how im- 
perfect the suggestion! When we speak 
of him, it is almost always in lan 
ngiritive. He ls Licht“ or Day- 
spring From on High,” or he is a High 
Tower” or the “Fountain of Living 
Waters.” His splendor is sò great that 
no man can see him and live. When 
the group of great theologians asseni- 
bled in Westminster abbey for the pur- 
pose of making a system of r ious 
belief, they first of all Wanted än an 
swer to the question, “Who is God?” 
No one desired to undertake the au- 
swering of that overmastéring ques- 
tion. They finally concluded to give 
the task to the youngest man in the 
assembly, who happened to be Rev. 
George Gillespie. He consented to 
undertake it on the condition that they 
would first unite with him in prayer 
for divine direction. He began his 
prayer by saying, “O God, thou art a 
spirit, infinite, eternal and unchange- 
able in thy being, wisdom, power, holi- 
ness, justice, goodness and truth.” 
That first sentence of Gillesple's prayer 
Was unanimously adopted by the as- 
sembly as the best definition of God. 
But after all, it was only a partial sue- 
cess, and after everything that lan- 
guage can do when put to the utmost 
strain and all we can see of God in the 
natural world and realize of God in the 
providential world we are forced to cry 
out with Job in my text: “Lo, these are 
parts of his ways. But iow little a 
portion of Lim is heard? But the thun- 
der of his power who can understand?” 
Archbishop Tillotson and Dr. Dick 

and Timothy Dwight and Jonathan 
Edwards of the past and the mightiest 
theologians of this young century have 
discoursed upon the power of God, the 
attribute of omnipotence, And we have 
all seen demonstration of God's al- 
mightiness. It might have been far 
out at sea when in an equinoctial gale 
God showed what be could do with the 
waters. It might have been fn an Au- 


gust thunderstorm in the mountains 
when God showed what be coald, do 
with the lightnings. It might bave 
been in South America when God show- 
ed what he could do with the earth- 
quakes. It might have been among the 
Alps when God showed what he could 
do with the ayalanches. Our cheek 
was blanched, our breath) stopped, our 
pulses fluttered, our whole being was 
terrorized, but we had seen only an Ju 
Stance of divine strength. What was 
the power of that storm compared with 
the power Which holds all the oceans: 
What was the power that shook the 
hills compared with the power that 
swings the earth through all the cen- 
turles and for 6,000 years and in a 
formative and jncomplete’ shape for 
hundreds of thousands of years? What 
is that power that sustalus our world 
compared with the power Which rolls 
through immensity the catire solar sys- 
tem and all the constellations and gal- 
axles and the universe? ‘The mightlest 
intellect of man would give away if for 
a moment there came upon It the fall 
appreciation of what omnipotence is. 
What you and I see and hear of divine 
strength are only “parts of bis ways, 
But bow little a portion is heard of 
him! But the thunder of his power 
who can understand!“ 
God's Omalpotence. 

We try to satisfy ourselves with say- 
ing: "It is natural law that controls 
things. Gravitation is at work; cen- 
tripetal and centrifugal forces respond 
to cach other.“ But what is natural 
law? It ts only God's way of dolug 
things. At every point jo the universe 
it ja God's direct aud continuous power 
that controls and harmonizes and sus- 
tains. That power withdrawn one in- 
stant would make the planetary system 
and all the worlds which astronomy 
reveals one universa) wreck, bereft 
hemispheres, dismantled sunsets, dead, 
constellations, debris of worlds. What 
Dower it must be that keeps the Inter- 
nal fres of our world imprisoned, only 
bere and there spurting from a Coto- 
pax) or a Stromboli or from a Vesuvius, 
putting Pompell and Herculaneum in- 
to sepulcher, but for the most part the 
internal fires chalued in their enges of 
rock and century after century unable 
to break the chain or burst open the 
door! What power to keep the compo- 
nent parte of the alr in right propor- 
tion, so that all around the world the 
nations may breathe in health, the 
frosts and the heats bindered from 
Working universe! demolition! Power,

stronger than the ice.” And, whatever 
opposition we may have, our God ls 
mightier than the opposition, All right 
with God, we may have the courage of 
the general dying on the battlefield, 
He asked to be turned, and when they 
sald, “Which way shall we turn you?” 
he sald, “Turn my face toward the en- 
emy.” What a challenge that was ut- 
tered by the old missionary hero, “If 
God he for us, who can be against us?” 
Think of ft! God is the only being in 
the universe who bas power to do as he 
pleases. All human and angelic forces 
have environments. There are things 
they ennuot do, helghts they cannot 
scale, depths they cannot fathom. 


Evidences of Divine Power, 

We get some little Iden of the divine 
power when we see how it buries the 
proudest cities and nations. Ancient 
Memphis it haa ground up until many 
of its ruins are no larger than your 
thumb nail, and you can hardly find a 
souvenir large enough to remind you 
of your visit. The city of Tyre ls un- 
der the sea which washes the shore on 
which are only a few crumbling pil- 
lars left. Sodom and Gomorrah are 
Covered by waters so deathful that not 
a fish enn live lu them. Babylon and 
Nineveh are so blotted out of existence 
that vet one uninjured shaft of their 
ancient splendor remains. Nothing but 
Omnipotence could have put them 
down and pnt them under. The ante- 
ailuvian world was able to send to the 
postdiluvian world only one ship, with 
a very small passenger list. Omnipo- 
tence first rolled the seas over the land 
and then told them to go back to their 
usual channels as rivers and lakes and 
oceans. At Omnipotent command the 
waters pouncing upon their prey and 
at Omnipotent command slinking back 
into their appropriate places. By such 
rehearsal we try to arouse our appre- 
elation of what omnipotence Is, and 
our reverence is excited, and our adora- 
tion is intensified, but after all we find 
ourselves at the foot of a mountain we 
cannot climb, hovering over a depth 
we cannot fathom, at the rim of a cir- 
cumference we cannot compass, and 
we feel like first going down on our 
knees and then like falling fat upon 
our faces as we exclaim: “Lo, these are 
parts of his ways. But how little a 
portion is heard of him? But the thun- 
der of his power who can understand?” 

So all those who have put together 
systems of theology have discoursed 
also about the wisdom of God. Think 
of a wisdom whieh can know the end 
from the beginning, that knows the 
thirtieth century as well as the first 
century. We can guess what will bap- 
pen, but it ls only a guess. Think of a 
mind that can hold all the past and all 
the present and all the future. We can 
contrive and invent on a small scale, 
but think of a wisdom that could con- 
trive a oniverse. Think of a wisdom 
that can learn nothing new, a wisdom 
that nothlug can surprise, all the facts, 
scenes and occurrences of all time to 
come as plainly before it as though 
they had already transpired. Te could 
haye built all the material universe 
Into one world and swung it, a glorious 
mass, through Immensity, but behold 
his wisdom in dividing up the gran- 
deurs Into Innumerable worlds, rolling 
splendors on all sides, diversity, ampli- 
tude, majesty, Infinity. Worlds, worlds, 


moving in complete order, shining with 


complete radiauee. Mightiest telescope 
on one hand and most powerful micro 
acope on the other, discovering In the 
plan of God not one Imperfection. What 
but divine wisdon could have planned 
a human rice and. before It started, 
bullt for It a world like this, pouring 
waters to slake human thirst and giy- 
ing solls capacity to produce such food 
and lifting such a canopy of clouds, 
embroidered with such sunlight, aod 
surrounding the world with such won- 
ders that all the scientists of the ages 
bave only begun to unroll them? Wis- 
dom In magnitude and in atom, In arch- 
angel and in mollusk. Think of a wis- 
dom that was able to form without any 
suggestion or any model to work by 
the eye, the ear, the band, the foot, the 
vocal organs. No wonder that Galen, 
the most celebrated of medical authora 
among the ancients, fel! on his knees at 
the overwhelming wisdom of God in 
the constitution of the human frame. 

Our libraries are filled with the wis- 
dom of the grent thinkers of all time. 
Have you considered the far superior 
wisdom which fashioned the bralo for 
all those thoughts of the Infinite mind 
that bulit those intellects? But it Is 
only the millionth part of that wisdom 
that has come to mortal appreciation. 
Close next to every discovery is n won- 
de? that has not been discovered. We 
gee only one specimen among 10,000 
specimens. What we know is over 
whelmed by what we do not know. 
What the botanist knows about the 
flower is not more wonderful than the 
things he does not know about the 
flower. What the geologist knows 
about the rocks la not more amazing 
than the things which he does not 
know about them. The worlds that 
have been counted are only a small 
regiment of the urmies of light, the 
hostg..cfeheayen, which have never 
passed lu review before mortal vision. 
What a God we baye! 


‘Past Understnading. 

A tradition says that Abraham of the 
Old Testament, was, when nn infant, 
hidden Tn a cave because of the perse- 
cutions of Nimrod. The first time the 
child came out of the cavern it was 
night, and ‘he looked up at a star and 
cried, This Is my God?“ But the star 
disappeared, and Abraham sald, “No, 
that cannot be my God.” After awhile 
the rE rese, and Abrabam sald, 
“That. i my Gof,’ . Bat tt eet, and 


isfied, and his faith was so great that 
he was called “the Father of the Faith 
ful” AN that the theologians know ot 
God's wisdom is insignificant compar- 
ed with the wisdom beyond human 


comprehension, The human race never, 


has had and never will haye enough 
brain or heart to measure the wisdom 
ef God. I can think of only two authors 
who have expressed the exact facts. 
The one was Paul, who says: “Oh, the 
depth of the riches, both of the wis- 
dom and knowledge of God! How un- 
searchable are his judgments and his 
ways past finding out!” The other au- 
thor was the scientist who composed 
my text. I think he wrote it during a 
thunderstorm, for the chapter says 
much about the clouds and describes 
the tremor of the earth under the re- 
verberations. Witty writers sometimes 
depreciate the thunder and say it is the 
lightning that strikes, but I am sure 
God thinks well of the thunder, or he 
would not make so much of It, and all 
a. and down the Bible be uses the 

under to give emphasis. It was the 
thunder that shook Sinal when the law 
was given. It was with thunder that 
the Lord discomfited the Philistines at 
Eben-ezer. Job pictures the war horse 
as having a neck clothed with thunder. 
St. John In an apocalyptic vision again 
and again heard the thunder. The 
thunder, wlilch Is now quite well ex- 
plained by the electricians, was the 
overpowering mystery of the ancients, 
and, standing among those mysteries, 
Job exclaimed: “Lo, these are parts of 
his ways. But how little a portion is 
heard of him? But the thunder of his 
power who can understand?’ 

So, also, all systems of theology try 
to tell us what is omnipresence—that Is, 
God's capacity to be everywhere at the 
same time. Where is God?” said a hea- 
then philosopher toa Christian man. The 
Christian answered, “Let me first ask 
you where he Is not?’ The child had 
it right when, asked how many Gods 
fre there, and he answered, “One.” 
“How do you know that?“ he was ask- 
ed again. He answered, There is only 
room for one, for he fills earth and 
heaven.“ An author says that If a man 
were set In the bighest heavens he 
would not be auy nearer the essence of 
God than If he were lu the center of the 
earth. I believe it. If this divine es- 
sence does not reach all places, what 
use In our prayer, for prayers are be- 
ing offered to God on the other side of 
the carth as well as bere., and God 
must be there and here to take suppli- 
cations which are offered thousands of 
miles apart. Ubiquity! No one has It 
but God, And what an alarm to wick- 
edness, an everywhere present Lord, 
and what a re-enforcement when we 
need help! God on the throne and God 
with the kneeling child saying his even- 
ing prayer at his mother’s lap. God 
above you, God beneath you, God on 
the right of you, God on the left of you, 
God within you. No panthelsm, for 
that teaches that all things are God, 
but Jehovah possesses all things, as 
our souls possess our bodies. God at 
the diameter and circumference of ev- 
erything, as close to you as the food 
you put to your lips, as the coat you 
put upon your back, as the sunlight 
that shines lu your face. Appreciation 
of that, if through Jesus Christ, the 
atoning Saviour, we are right with 
God, ought to give us a serenity, a 
tranquillity, that nothing could upset. 
Would it make us gloomy? No, for 
God la the God of joy and will augment 
our happiness. 

God's Infinite Love. 

We have all been palnfully reminded 
in our own experiences that we cannot 
be In two places at the same time, and 
yet bere comes the thought that God 
can be lu all places at the same time. 
Madier, the astronomer, went on with 
his explorations of the heavens until 
be concluded that the star Alcyone, 
one of the Plelades, was the center of 
the universe and it was a fixed world 
and all the other worlds revolvod 
around that world, and some think that 
that world is heaven and God's throne 
la there and there reside the nations of 
the blessed. But he ls no more there 
than he is here. Indeed Alcyone has 
been found to be ln motion, and it also 
is revolving around some great center. 
But no place bas yet been found where 
God is not present by sustaining pow- 
er. Omulpresence! Who fully appre 
clates it? Not l; not you. Sometimes 
we bear him in a whisper; sometimes 
we hear him In the voice of the storm 
that jars the Adirondacks. Rut we can- 
not swim across this ocean. The finite 
cannot measure the Infinite, We feel 
as Job dN after Anding God in the 
gold mines and the silver mines of 
Asia, saying, “There is a vein for the 
silver and a place for the gold where 
they fine it.“ And after exploring the 
heavens as an astronomer and nding 
God in distant worlds and becoming 
acquainted with Orion and Mazzaroth 
and Arcturus and noticing the tides of 
the sea the inspired poet expresses his 
Incapacity to understand such eyl- 
dences of wisiom aud power and says: 
“Lo, these are parts of his ways? But 
how little a portion is heard of bim? 
But the thunder of bis power who can 
understand?” 

Bo every system of theolozy bas at- 
tempted to describe and define the di- 
vine attribute of love. Easy enough 
is it to define fatherly love, motherly 
love, conjugal love, fraternal love, sis- 
terly love and love of country, but the 
love of God defies all vocabulary. For 
many hundreds of years poeta have 
tried to sing It; and painters have tried 
to sketch it and ministers of the gospel 
to preach it. and martyrs lu the fre and 
Christians on thelr deathbeds bave ex- 
tolled it, and we can tell what it ts like. 
but no one bas yet fully told what it la. 
Men speak of the love of God as though 
it were frst between the pointing 
of the Bethlehem star and the pound- 
ing of the crucifixion hammer. But 


no! Loug before thet existed the love 
of God. 

The nature of God never 
and from all eternity tat holy passion 
glowed in the Infinite, and 1 think he 
was throwing out worlds Into space 
and inhabiting them and more worlds 
for the application of that love. He 
may not have told the other worlds 
what he did for this world, as he haa 
not told us what he did for them. 1 
think the love of God was demonstrat- 
ed in mightier worlds before our little 
world was fitted up for human resi- 
dence. Will a man owning 50,000 acres 
of land put all the cultivation on a 
half acre? Will God make a million 
worlds and put his chief affection on 
one small planet? Are the other worlde 
and larger worlds standing vacant, un- 
inhabited, while this little world 4a 
crowded with inhabitants? No, it takes 
a universe of worlds to express the 
love of God. And there are other ran- 
soms and other rescues and other re- 
demptions, as there may be other mil- 
lenniunis and other resurrection morn- 
ings and judgment days than those of 
our world. But in the space of six 
feet by five was comprised the mighti- 
est evidence of God's love that any 
world ever saw or ever will see. Com- 
pressed on two planks joined together 
as a cross, there was enough agony 
there concentered, if distributed, to put 
whole nations into torture. That God 
allowed the assassination of his own 
Son for the rescue of dur world is all 
the evidence needed that he loved the 
world. Go ahead, O church of God! 
Go ahead, O world, and tell as well ag 
you can what the love of God is, but 
know beforehand that Paul was right 
when he sald, “It passeth knowledge,” 
Let other poets take up the story of 
God's love where William Cowper and 
Isaac Watts and Charles Wesley and 
Horatius Bonar left it, and let other 
painters Improve upon the “Sistine Ma- 
donna” and the “Adoration of the 
Magi” and the “Crucifixion” as Ra- 
phael and ‘Titian and Claude and Cor- 
reggio presented them. Let the Ger- 
man pulpit orator take up the theme of 
God's love where Frederick Tholuck 
left it, let Italian pulpit take It up 
where Gavazzi left It, let French pulpit 
orator take up the theme where Bour- 
deloue left It, let the Swiss pulpit ora- 
tor take up the theme where Merle 
D'Aubigne left it, let the English pul- 
pit take it up where George Whitefield 
left It, let the Scotch pulpit take it up 
where Dr. Candlish left it, let the 
Welsh pulpit take it up where Christ- 
mas Evans left it, and let the American 
pulpit take It up where Archibald Alex 
ander and Dr. Kirk and Matthew 
Simpson left it. But the world will 
never appreciate fully the love of God 
until they bear from lis own Ups the 
outburst of his infinite and everlasting 
affection. 

A Glorious Hour. 

Only glimpses of God have we In this 
world. But what an bour it will be 
when we first see him, and we will 
have no more fright than I feel when 
I now see you. It will not be with 
mortal eye that we will behold him, 
but with the vision of a cleansed, for- 
given and perfected spirit. Of all the 
quintillion ages of eternity, to us the 
most thrilling hour will be the firat 
bour when we meet him as he ls. This 
may account for something you bave 
all seen and may not have understood, 
Have you not noticed how that after 
death the old Christian looks youngagain 
or the features resume the look of 20 or 
30 years before? The weariness is gone 
out of the face; there is something 
strikingly restful and placid; there is 
a pleased look where before there was 
a disturbed look. What has wrongtt 
the change? I think the dying Chris- 
tian saw God. At the moment the soul 
left the body what the soul saw left 
its Impression on the countenance, 1 
think that is what gave thut old Chris- 
tlan face after death the radiant and 
triumphant look, The bestormed spirit 
has reached the harbor; the hard battle 
of life is ended in victory. The body 
took that look the moment hen ven be 
gan and the curtain was completely 
lifted and the glories of Jebovah's pres» 
ence rushed upon the soul. The depart- 
ing spirit left on the old man's face a 
glad goodby, and that first look gave 
the pleased curve to the dying lip and 
smoothed out the wrinkles and touched 
all the lineaments with an tndescrib- 
able radiance. As no one else explains 
that Improved and gladdened post 
mortem look, I try to explain it saying, 
“He saw God!" “She saw God!" 

Last summer we journeyed thousands: 
of miles to see the midnight sun from 
North cape. Norway. We stood om 
deck lu the Arctic seas, our watches in 
our bands, and it was 11 o'clock at 
night, but Nght as an ordinary noon- 
day. Then It was half past 11 o'clock 
at night, then it was 15 minutes of 12, 
but a long, wide, thick cloud hung over 
the sun. Are we to be disappointed, as 
thousands have been, and the Journey 
here a failure? Ten minutes of 12, 
and the sun is still hidden. But about 
five minutes of 12 the cloud lifted, and 
the midnight sun, the most wondrous 
spectacle of all the earth, appeared, 
pouring forth a refulgence that turned 
the Arctic sea into 20 miles of pearls 
and rubles and diamonds and emeralds 
and overpowering us with a glory that 
left us with body all a-tremble and a 
mind full of all ecstasy and a soul full 
of all worship. Thank God we saw it— 
the midnight sun.

Office ha a bulletin giving the 

0 Feind of incorporat places in the 
country, The bulletin ahows that there 
are 10,602 such placer, as compared 
with 7,578 in 1890. 

The bulletin shows 88 cities contain- 
ing more than 100,000 people each. Of 
the large cities in 1900, three—New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia—oon 
tain upward of a million inhabitants, 
the same as in 1890, while for cities 
having between 500,000 and 1, 000. 000 in- 
habitapts those in 1900 number three as 
against ope only in 1800, 

Illinois leads with 930 incorpor ted 
towns. and Pennsylvania comes next 
with 888, New York bas 488 such places. 
There are no incorporated municipali 
ties in Alasks., The incorporated places 
contain, in the aggregate, 35,849,516 in 
habitanta, as compared with a total of 
26,079,828 persons living, incorporated 
places in 1600, The combined popula 
tion in the incorporated towns and cities 
constitute 47 per cent, of the population 
of the entire country, as against 41 per 
cent. in the towns in 1800. In the State 
of New York, which takes the lead in 
this respect, 77 per cent. of the people 
live in the citits and towns, as against 
69 per cent. in 1800. Mississippi has the 
smallest p reentage of it: people living 
in the towns, the percen a ge being 15

Bees Do no Harm to Peach Orchards. 


The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals sends the following: 

The value of expert testimony and 
the high grade of scientific knowledge 
at the command of the Department of 
Agriculture in Washington were weil 
illustrated a few days ago at Goshen, 
N. Y. The owner of a peach orchard 
sued a keeper of becs. the peach owner 
contending that he suffered a loss of 
$25 by the injury done to his fruit by 
the bees. The case of the peach grow- 
er was ruined by the testimony of Prof. 
Frank Benton, who, after 80 years’ 
special study of bees, both at home and 
abroad, is now connected with the De- 
partment of Agriculture. He sustain- 
ed the evidence of other witnesses that 
bees could do no harm to peaches. 

The tongue of the bee, he said, is soft 
and pliable and could not puncture a 
peach. The inner tongue, which is 
spoon-shaped and covered with hair, 
cannot become rigid. Bees lap their 
food and are fond of rotten peaches. 
Their feelers being soft, cannot pierce 
any substance that ofera the least re 
sistance. They are supposedly the or- 
gan of touch end that of smell, by 
which the bees recognize each other by 
tbe amel ot their bodies. Sometimis 
bees will meet and wind th ir feelers 
about each other.

The undersigned, the rector and 
the vestrymen of St. Peter's Church, 
Salisbury Parish, in the Diocese of 
Easton, do hereby certify that the said 
St. Poters Church and the ground upon 
which itstands and which is used in 
connection therewith, have been fully 
paid for and are free from lien or @ther 
incumbrance and that the said church 
building and grounds are held under a 
good and valid title in fee, and are held 
under the provisions of chapter 24 of 
the Acts of the Assembly of the State 
of Md. for the year 179, generally known 
as “The Vestry Act“, so as to be secure 
from the danger of alienation from those 
who profess and practice the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of Amerloa, otherwise than as al 
lowed by secs. 9 and 8 of Canon 24, Title 
1, of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America, and 
the Canons of the diocese of E ston, 

and said Vestry Aot. 

In testimony whereof I have set my 
hand and affixed the seal of said vestry 
this 20 day of June in the year 1901.

The title to the ground on which St. 
Peter's now stands isin London. As 
the grant was made by the Queen pre- 
vious to the Revolution and the Bishop 
of London was in charge of the Colo- 
nial churches, the deed of this grant 
had to be filed in London where it still 
Femains. Originally the parish church 
of this whole section was old St. Bar- 
tholomews at Green Hill end the parish 
that of Stepney.

Star Route Box Delivery. 


Notice has been given by tho: Post- 
office Department that those persons 
living on Star Routes, who so desire 
may bave the mail that is addressed to 

hem delivered by the carri-rs into 
boxes along the lines of the several 
routes, after July 1. 

The notice, in part, reads as follows: 
“Any person living on or near the 
route and mot within the corporate 
limits or any town or within 80 rods of 
any post office, who desires his mail 
deposited into a box on the line of the 
route by the carrier on said route may 
provide and ercct a suitable box on the 
roadside, located in such manner as to 
be reached as conyeniently as practi- 
cable by the carrier, and such person 
shall file with the postmaster at the 
post offices to which his mail is ad- 
dressed (which shall be one of the two 
| post Offices on the route on either side 
ot and next to the box) a request in 
writing for the delivery of his mail to 
the carrier on the route for deposit in 
to said mail box, at the risk of the ad- 
Ares 0 

It will be the duty of the post 
master on the receipt of such an order 
to deliver the mail matter to the pro- 
por mail carrier who must put it in the 
boxes belonging to the parties address- 
ed, 

The carrier is not required to collect 
mail from the boxes, but the law pro- 
vides that every carrier of the mail 
shall reveive any mall matter present- 
ed to him, if properly prepaid by 
stamps, and deliver the same for 
mailing at the next post office at which 
he arriver, but that no fees shall be al- 
lowed him therefor. 

A notice to this effect has been plac- 
ed in the Post Office.

GOOD ROADS IN CAROLINE. 


Laod Values lacreased By Improved 
Highways Which Foraish A 
Valuable Object Lesson. 


The following was sent the Apver- 
TISER by the Rev. J. McLain Brown, a 
former citizen of Salisbury who still 
owns property in the town and county. 
The article appeared this week in the 
Baltimore Hearld from that paper's 
Caroline county correspondent. In sub- 
mitting the article for publication in 
the’ ADVERTISER the Rev. Mr, Brown, 
writes: I just wish to add that I can 
vouch for the truthfulness of corres 
pondent's statements. What bas been 
accomplished in this section of Caroline, 
can be duplicated in Wicomico when 
our County Commissioners begin to 
feel the pressure of public opinion.

Below is the article referred to: 

Greensboro, Md., Jund 28.—A strik- 
ing object lesson in the worth of even 
less favored land and the value of good 
roads in farming communities is affor- 
ded by the development of the tract of 
country lying along the North E.st 
Branch of the Great Choptank river, 
between here and Danton, a distance of 
six miles. A number of recent trans- 
actions in these lands has drawn atten- 
tion to them, and tothe wisdom of regard- 
ing such soils in a higher light. Jadg- 
ing from present a picture of thrift and 
prosperity which a few years ago would 
have been deemed impossible. Much 
of the land has been practically aband- 
oned hitherto and upon the sandy 90 
pine growth has sprung up. 

Thirty five years ago Daniel J. Zach 
arias came to this region from Mechan- 
icsburg, Pa., and purchased Medford’s 
Mille, now known as Silver Spring Mille, 
which stood upon asite wherea cen- 
tury agoacolored map, one Step hen 
Trusty, had erect.d a primitive griet 
mill. Mr. Zacharias acquired several 
parcels of land in the neighborhood, 
and he and a few other Pennsylvanians 
who followed him met with limitedeuc 
cess in tilling them. The river 
road from Greensboro to tLe county 


seat, leading through this territory, | 


was gauged locally as to distance both 
by length and depth, being for the most 
part a bed of sand. A few years ago 


Mr. Zacharias was elected to the board | 


of county commis;ionere, of which he is 
still a member, and soon afterward an 
¢ffort was made to improve this road, 
The upper end had bern Jaid with marl 
from the river, several beds of which 
are found near Greensboro, and which 
heve been known to the geologists of 
the state since the days of Ducatel. As 
a road material it has proved to te ex- 
cellent, 

The late William C. Satterfeld, a 
large property owner here, spread 
much of it upon roads running through 
his estates, but no concerted effort was 
made to thus harden the roads. In ad- 
dition to the marl beds, it was discover- 
ed soon after Mr. Zacharias had started 
the moyement for road improvement 
that banks of gravel, heretofore passed 
by without notice, afforded good and 
cheap road building material. By the 
use of marl and gravel, the Greensboro- 
Denton road has now becn made one 
of the best inthe county, and with

standard inferior only to macadam. 


The effect of this improvement is al- | 


ready seen in the demand for the light 
and hitherto despised lands along the 
road, and in their utilization for small 
fruits and vegetables, The soil is quick 
and easily worked, and but little behind 
the trucking regions of Eastern Vir 
ginia in maturing fruit and vegetables. 
With the Queen’ Anne's Railroad from 
Denton to Baltimore, and the Pennoy|l- 
vania Line from Greensboro to the 
North, growers are placed within a few 
bours of the city markets, and these 
several thousand acres will, evidently,

No, 119. What are called the Lost 


Arts”? 


By the Lost Arts.“ we unders and 
E. (gar Purple,’ Damascus Steel“ 
an “Malleable Glass Damascus 
Steel refers to sword blades of the high- 
est excellence, formerly made at Da 
mascus, Syria. They have been fam- 
ous ever since the time of the Crura 
des, for their beautifully watered and 
lined appearance, as well as for their 
fine temper. It is said a blade of this 
steel can bebent intoa hoop and fly 
back into its original shape without 
injury. The secret of the manufacture 
is still unkown. Sir Walter Scott, in 
“The Talisman” (chapter XX VII), con 
trasis the Swords of Richard and 
S. la lin Richard's sword cut through 
a heavy bar of iron as easily as a woods 
man could cuta sappling with an axe. 
The scimitar Of Saladin cut through a 
cushion of silk and down and after- 
warda goseamer veil, so dexterously 
that both veil and cuehion seemed 
rather to fall apart than to be divided 
by violence. | 

On the subject of malleable glass 
scientifio men of the present day are 
decidedly sceptical, and c'aim that, in 
the true sense of the word, itis an ut 
ter impossibility. References to mal- 
lable glass are found in the writings 
of the ancients. As early asthe reign 
of Tiberias, an adventurer claimed to 
have invented malleable glass; in proof | 
ot his claim, he threw Sows à vare, 
which was only dented, and which he | 
readjusted with a bammer. 


No. 120, Where e the Key of the 
Bastile? 


The ancient State prison of France, | 
where the most important prisoners 
were confined, was known as LaBaatile. | 

It was a sort of citadel, built by 
Charles V, in 1869, strengthened in 
succeeding reigns until it was well nigh 
impregmab'e. It was situated in Paris, 
at the gate of St. Antoine. The prison 
walls were reinforced by eight round 
towers of massive masonry. Surround- 
ing it was a ditch twenty-five feet deep. 
The place was kept and guarded by a | 
governor, his subordinate officers and | 
a strong garrison. 

On the ever-memorable 14th of July, 
1789, the mob of Paris made rush for 
the Bastile with ‘a fury scarcely paral 
leled since the days of the Crusades. | 
They stormed the entrance, and in spite 
ofthe commander and bis garriaun, 
took possession of the prison. The io 
surgents poured into the towers and 
chambers, drew the long confined ge 
oners from subterranean cells and dun 
geons, ransacked the whole Bastile and 
then razed it to the ground. | 

The key of the Bastile was presented 
by Lafayette to Washington It ie a 
large key, erna? in shape and still 
hange in the main hall of Washington's 
Mansion at Mount Vernon, as a prized

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Wasutnotons, June 23.—From a pas- 
sage of Scripture unobserved by most 
renders Dr. Talmage in this discourse 
shows the importance of prompt action 
in anything we have to do for ourselves 
or others; text, Ecclesiastes xi, 4, “He 
that observeth the wind shall not sow.” 

What do you find in this packed sen- 
tence of Solomon's monologue? I find in 
it a farmer at his front door examining 
the weather. It is seedtime. His fields 
have been plowed and harrowed. The 
wheat is in the barn in sacks, ready to 
be taken afield and scattered. Now is the 
time to sow. But the wind is not fa vor- 
able. It may blow up a storm before 
night, and he may get.wet if he starts 
out for the sowing; or it may be a long 
storm, that will wash out the seed from 
the soll; or there may have been a long 
drought, and the wind may continue to 
blow dry weather. The parched fields 
may not take in the grain, and the birds 
may pick it up, and the labor as well as 
the seed may be wasted. So be gives up 
the work for that day and goes into the 
house and waits to see what it will be on 
the morrow. On the morrow the wind is 
still in the wrong direction, and for a 
whole week and for a month. Did you 
ever see buch a long spell of bad weather? 
The lethargic and overcautious and dila- 
tory agriculturist allows the season to 
pass without sowing, and no sowing, of 
course, no harvest. That is what Solo- 
mon means when he says In his text, “He 
that observeth the wind shall not sow.” 

As much in our time as in Solomonic 
times there is abroad a fatal hesitancy, a 
disposition to let little things stop us, a 
ruinous adjournment. We all want to do 
some good In the world, but how easily 
we are halted in our endeavors. Perhaps 
we are solicitors for some great charity. 
There is a good man who bas large means, 
and he is accustomed to give liberally to 
asylums, to hospitals, to reform organiza- 
tions, to schools, to churches, to communi- 
ties desolated with flood or devastated 
with fires. But that good man, like many 
a good man, is mercurial in his tempera- 
ment. He is depressed by atmospheric 
changes. He is always victimized by 
the east wind. For this or that reason 
you postpone the charitable solicitation. 
Meanwhile the suffering that you wish to 
alleviate does its awful work, and the op- 
portunity for relief is past. It the wind 
had been from the west or northwest, 
you would hare entered the philanthro- 
pist's counting room and sought the gift, 
but the wind was blowing from the east 
or northeast, and you did not make the at- 
tempt, and you thoroughly illustrated my 
text, “He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow.” 

Crisis Was Not Met. 

There comes a dark Sabbath morning. 
The pastor looks out of the window and 
sees the clouds gather and then discharge 
their burdens of rain. Instead of a full 
church it will be a handful of people 
with wet feet aud the dripping umbrella 
at the doorway or in the end of the pew. 
The pastor has prepared one of bis best | 
sermons. It has cost him great research, 
aod be has been much lu prayer while 
Preparing It. He puts the sermon aside 
for a clear day and talks platitudes and 
goes home quite depressed, but at the 
same time feeling that he has done his 
duty. Ile did not realize that in that 
small audience there were at leust two 
persons who ought to have bad better 
treatment, One of those hearera was a 
man in a crisis of struggle with evil appe- 
tite. A carefully prepared discourse un- 
der the divine blessing would have been 
to bim complete victory. The tires of sip 
would have been extinguished. and his 
keen and brilliant mind would have been 
consecrated to the gospel ministry, and 
he would bare been a mighty evangel, and 
tens of thousands of souls would have. 
under the spell of his Christian eloquence, 
given up sin and started a new life, and 
throughout all the heavens there would 
have been congratulation and hosanoa, 
and after many ages of eternity bad 
passed there would be celebration among 
the ransomed of what was accomplished 
one stormy Sunday in a church on earth 
under a mighty gospel sermon delivered 
to 15 or 20 people. But the crisis I speak 
of was not properly met. The man in 
struggle with evil habit beard that 
stormy dny no word that mored him. He 
Went out in the rain oninvited and un- 
helped back to bis evil way and down to 
bis overthrow. Had it been a sunshiny 
Sabbath be would have heard something 
worth bearing. But the wind blew from 
a stormy direction that Sabbath day. 
That gospel busbandman noticed it and 
acted upon its suggestion and may dis 
cover some day bis great mistake. Le 
bad a sack full of the finest of the wheat, 
but be withbeld it, and some day he will 
find, when the whole story is told, that he 
was a vivid ilastration of the truth of 
my text, “He that observeth the wind 
shall not sow.” 

There was another person in that 
stormy Sunday audience that deserved 


something better from that pastor than | 


exzlemporized nothingness. It was a 
mother who was halt ‘awakened to a 
sense of responsibility In regard to her 
household. She had begun to question

herself as to whether it would not be 
better to introduce into ber home a reli- 
gian that would decide aright the des 
tloy of her sons and daughters. Her 
home had wo far been controlled only by 
worldly principles, She had dared the 
riot of the elements that morning and 
Bad found her way to church, hoping to 
bear something that would help ber to 
decide the domestic question which was 
to her a solicitude, A good, strong ner- 
mon under the divine blessing would 
have led ber into the kingdom of God 
and afterward ber whole family. The 
children, whether they became farmers 
èr mechanics or merchants or artists or 
men of learned profession or women at 
the head of households, would hare done 
thelr work in a Christian way and after 
lives of usefulness on earth would have 
taken thrones In heaven, Tt would hare 
been a whole family saved for time and 
saved for eternity. But the pastor bad 
adjourned the strong and effective dis 
course to a clear Sunday. The mother 
Went home chilled la body, mind and soul 
and concluded bot to trouble herself ot 
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her household about the future and to let 
tomorrow take care of itself and keep on 
doing as they had been doing, No God 
in that home, No religious consolation 
in time of bweavement, No formation ot 
thororgh Christian character in the lives 
of those growing up boys and girls. They 
will go out into the world to meet its vi- 
cissitudes without any sublime re-en- 
forcement of the gospel. What a pity 
it was that he did not put down the man- 
uscript of Lis well prepared sermon on 
the Bible if he preached from notes or 
pour it out of his soul it he had lodged it 
there through careful preparation! No. 
He allowed that opportunity, which 
coul) never return, to pass into eternity 
unimproved. He observed by the way 
the rain dashed against the windows ot 
the parsonage and the windows of the 
church that the wind was from the east 
or the northeast, and be did not sow or 
sowed that which was not worth sowing. 
Lack Courage of Conviction, 

In all departments of life there are 
those hindered by the wind of public 
opinion. It has become an aphorism in 
politics and in all great movements, “He 
is waiting to see which way the wind 
blows.” And it is no easy thing to defy 
public opinion, to be run upon by news 
papers, to be overhauled in social circles, 
to be anathematized by those who here- 
tofore were your friends and admirers. 
It requires a heroism which few possess, 
Yet no great reformatory or éle¥ating 
movement has ever been accomplished 
until some one was willing to defy what 
the world should think or say or do. But 
there have been men and women of that 
kind. They stand all up and down the 
corridors of hixtory, examples for us to 
follow. Churles Sunmer in the United 
States senate, Alexander II. Stephens in 
Georgin convention, Savonarola staking 
his life in time of persecution, Martin Lu- 
ther fighting the battle for religious free 
dom against the mightiest anathemas 
that were ever hurled, William Carey 
leading the missionary movement to save 
a heathen world while churches denounce 
ed him as a fanatic and with attempting 
an impossibility; Jenner, the hero of 
medicine. caricatured for his attempt by 
vaccination to beat back the worst dis- 
ease that smote the nations, They who 
watch the wind of public opiujon will not 
sow. It is an uncertain indication and is 
apt to blow the wrong way. 

Communities and churches and nations 
sometimes are thrown into hysteria, and 
it requires n man of great equipoise to 
maintain a right position. Thirty-three 
years ngo there came a time of bitterness 
in American politics, and the impeach- 
ment of a president of the United States | 
was demanded. Two or three patriotic | 
men, at the risk of losing their senatorial 
position, stood out against the demand 
of their political associates and saved the 
country from that which all people of all 
parties now see would bare been a ca- 
lamity and would have put every subse- 
quent president at the mercy of his op- 
ponents. It only required the waiting of 
a few months, when tine itself removed 
all controversy. 

“Let us have war with England if 
necds be.“ said the most of the people of 
our northern states in 1861, when Mason 
and Slidell, the distinguished southerners, 
had been taken by our navy from the 
British steamer Trent and the English 
government resented the act of our gov- 
ernment in stopping one of their ships. 
“Give up those prisoners.“ xaid Great 
“No,” said the almost unani 
mous opinion of the north. “Do not give 
them up. Let us have war with England 


rather than surrender them.“ Then Wil- 
liam II. Seward, secretary of state, faced 
one of the Gercest storms of public opin- 
lon ever seen in this or any other country. 
Seeing that the retention of those two 
men was of no importance to our country 
and that their retention would put Great 
Britain and the United States into im- 
mediate conflict, he sald, “We give them 
up.“ They were given up. and through 
the resistance of popular clamor by that 
one mun a worldwide calamity was avert- 
ed 


Some of us remember as boys hozzaing 
when Kossuth, the great Hungarian. rode 
up Broadway, New York. Moat Ameri- 
cans were in favor of taking some docid- 
ed steps for Hungary. The ouly result 
of such Interference would have been the 
sacrifice of all good precedent and war 
with European uatiogs. Then Daniel 
Webster, in his immortal “Hulxemano 
letter.“ braved a whirlwind of popular 
opinion and saved this nation from use- 
less forvign entanglement. Webster did 
not observe the wind when he wrote that 
letter. So in state and church there 
have always been men at the right time 
ready to face a nation full—yea, a world 
full—of opposition, 

Beware of Overprudence. 


How many there are who gire too 
much time to watching the weather rane 
and studying the barometer! Make up 
your mind what you are gbing to do and 
then go abend and do it. There always 
will be hindrances, It is a moral disas 
ter If you allow prudence to orermaster 
all the other graces, The Bible makes 
more of conrage and faith and persever- 
ance than it does of caution. It Is not 
once a year that the great ocean steamers 
tall to snil at the appointed time because 
of the storm signals. Let the weather 
bureau prophesy what hurricane or ey - 
clone it may. next Wednesday, next 
Thursday, next Saturday, the sten mers 
will put out from New York and Phila- 
delphia and Boston harbors and will 
reach Liverpool and Southampton and 
Glasgow and Bremen, their arrivals as 
certain as their embarkation.

No. It 
struck him with Insult as soon as It could 
reach him. Let the camel drivers lu the 
Bethlehem caravansary testify. See the 
vileat hate pursue him to the borders of 
the Nile! Watch his arraignment as a 
criminal in the courts! See bow they be- 
Hie Lis every action, misinterpret his best 
words, how! at him with worst mobs, 
wear him out with sleepless ulahte on 
cold mountains! See him hoisted toto a 
martsrdom at which the noonday- cowled 
Itself with midnight shadows, and the 
rocks shook into cataclysm, and the dead 
started ont of thelr sepulcher, feeling It 
was no time to sleep when such horrors 
were being enacted. . 

The winds of stormiest opposition blew 
on his cradle, blew on his mountain pul- 
pit, blew upon the homesteads that dared 
tó cive him shelter, blew upon his grave,

After 100 ot 
200 or 300 years the world has made ut 
its mind that instead of being flagellated 
they ought to have been garlanded, im 
stead of cave of the mountain for resi- 
dence they ought to have had bestowed 
upon them an Alhambra, 4 


Make Opportunities, 

Young man, you hare planned what 
you are going to be and do in the world, 
but you are waiting for circumstances to 
become more favorable. You are, like 
the farmer in the text, observing the 
wind. Better start now. Obstacles will 
help you if you conquer them. Cut your 
way through. Peter Cooper, the million- 
aire philanthropist, who will bless all 
succeeding centuries with the institution 
he founded, worked five yenrs for $25 a 
year and his board. Henry Wilson, the 
Christian statesman who commanded the 
United States senate with the gavel of 
the vice presidency, wrote of bis early 
days: “Want sat by my cradle. I know 
what it is to ask a mother for bread when 
she has none to give. I left my home at 
10 years of age and served an apprentice 
ship of 11 years, receiving a month's 
schooling each year, and at the end of 11 
years of hard work a yoke of oxen and 
six sheep, which brought me $84. In the 
first month after I was 21 years of age I 
went into the woods, drove a team and 
cut mill logs. I arose in the morning be- 
fore daylight and worked hard till after 
dark and received the magnificent sum ot 
$6 for the month’s work. Each of those 
dollars looked as large to me as the moop 
looks tonight... Wonderful Henry Wil- 
son! But that was not his original name. 
He changed his name because he did-not 
want on him the blight of a drunken fa- 
ther. As the vice president stood in my 
pulpit in Brooklyn, making the laut ad- 
dress he ever made, and commended the 
religion of Christ to the young men of 
that city I thought to myself, “You your- 
self are the subl.mest spectacle I ever 
saw of victory over obstacles.” For 30 
years the wind blew the wrong way. yet 
he did not observe the wind, but kept 
right on sowing. 

Many of us who are sow preachers ot 
the gospel or medical practitioners ot 
members of the bar or merchants or citi 
zens in various kinds of business had 
very poor opportunity at the start be 
cause we hail it too easy—far too easy. 
We never appreciated what it is to get 
an education because our fathers or older 
brothers pail the schooling, and we did 
not get the muscle which nothing but 
hard work can develop. I congratulate 
you, young man, if to you life is a strug 
gle. It is out of such circumstances 
God makes heroes, if they are willing to 
be made. Cut your way through. It It 
were proper to do so and you should 
stand in nny board of bank directors, In 
any beard of trade, in any legislature, 
state or national, and ask all who were 
brought up in luxury and ease to lift 
their hand, here and there a hand might 
be lifted. But ask those who had an aw: 
ful hard time at the start to lift their 
hands, and most of the hands would be 
lifted. The heroes of church and state 


were not brought up on confectionery and 
cake. 
Defy Your Antagonists, 


The Earl of Alsatian, a favorite of Bd- 
ward III of England, bad excited the 
jealousy of other courtiers, and one time, 
while the king was absent, they persuad- 
ed the queen to turn a lion loose in the 
court to test the earl’s cournge. The earl, 
rising at break of day, as was bis custom, 
came Into the courtyard and met the lion, 
and the jenious courtiers from the win- 
dows watched the scene. The lion, with 
bristling hair and a growl, was ready to 
spring upon the earl when he, undaunted, 
shouted to the monster, “Stand, sou dog!” 
Then the lion couched, and the earl took 
it by the mane and turned it back into 
the cage, leaving his handkerchief on the 
neck of the monster, aud. looking up In 
triumph to the jealous courtiers, who he 
knew were watching from the windows, 
cried out, “Let him among you all that 
prideth bimscif on his pedigree go and 
fetch that handkerchief." And you, 
young man, will find a lion in your way, 
perhaps turned loose by the Jealousy of 
thore who would enjoy your ruin.

WAR ON THE MOSQUITO. 


Views of Drs. Smith aod Bosley on How 
to rid Ourselves el These Pests. 


Health Commissioner Bus'ey sent 
an in communication to the 
First Branch of the Baltimore City 
Counci! in answer 40 Councilman 
Brown’s resolution. calling upon the 
commi-a'oner to report to the branch 
a means of exterminating the mos luito 
Dr, Bosley says: 

When we consider that mo quitos 
not only torment our citizena to an ex- 
treme degree, but that they are un- 
doubtedly one of the cause of the 
transmission of diseases, particularly 
malaria and yellow fevér, Eclaim that 
the crusade against them should be led 
intelligently and scientifically. In my 
opinion there are three methhods that 
msy be pursued for the removal or 
mitigation of this evil, vis. ; 

“Firet—The draining and filling up 
of all such ponds of stagnant water as 
can be drained. 

“Second—The placing of smal! fish- 
es in pends that cannot be drained, 
such as quarry ponds, ete , and 

“Third—The use of k-rosene oil in 
privy wells and other places where 
stagnant water may lie. 

“Observation has shoan that even 
small pools of stagnant water, water 
In flower pots, cana, etc., are breeding 
places for millions of these insects. 
The stagnant water that accumulates 
under the gutter plates of the street 
railways and in the gutters of streets 
paved with cobblestones are aleo fa- 
vorite breeding places, I would re- 
spectfully recommend that if the wat- 
er supply is adequate frequent flush- 
ing of such gutters be made. Accom- 
panying this report I send you letters 
written me by Dr. H, R. Carter, of the 
United S ates Marine Hospital Service, 
relating his experience in the use of 
kerosene on Dry Tortugas Island, also 
of Dr. George Purviance, of the same 
service, and of Dr. L. O. Howard, en- 
tomologist of the Unted States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

“It seems to me that the matter has 
not yet advanced far beyond the ex- 
perimental stage, but that such results 
have already been obtained as to en- 
couragé acontinuance of efforts to rid 
our citizens of the pest. 

“I most respectfully recommend that 
anfJamount be appropriated sufficient 
to put into operation and succossfully 
conduct a plan wher by the number of 
mosquitoes can be lessened or entirely 
destroyed, and such persons designated 
who will intelligently prosecute the 
work.“
